LONDON, Dee. 11.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) A dispatch to the Times from 
Urumiah, Persia, says that it is now 
certain that the Hamidieh Cavalry have 
destroyed 200 willages in the province 
of Van. Fifty thousand homeless peo- 
ple are flocking into the city of Van 
and the government is doing nothing to 
prevent further outrages.

ANCIENT 1 HISTORY. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 10, via Bo- 
fia, Bulgaria, Dec. 11—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble. . Associated Press Copyright, 1895.) 
The two incidents which have ccnsti- 
tuted the center of sensational interest, 
namely, the refuge of Said Pash, ex- 
Grand Vizier, in the British Em- 
bassy, and the refusal of the Sultan to 
grant the firmans for the passage 
through the Dardanelles of the addi- 
tional guardsh.ps demanded by the 
powers, are practically relegated to his- 


| tory through their settlement by the re- 


turn of Said Pasha to his own residence 
and by the final granting of the fir- 
mans by the Sultan. How unimportant 
these incidents were in themselves is 
indicated by the fact that the tense 
condition of the public minds is not 
abated by their closing, and the watch- 
ful game of diplomacy is seen to go on 
much as before. 

The intimate connection of the 
peace of Europe with the fate of the 
Turkish empire is not be forgotten, 
nor is it to be lost sight of that this 
peace is dependent, as it has been for 
the past eighteen years,-upon the ac- 
cord of the great powers as to the 

and limits of the coercion 
‘which shall be exercised upon the “sick 
man’ of Europe. How great labor 
and distress is necessary to the main- 
tenance of this accord has been indi- 
cated by the long-drawn-out conduct of 
the guardships incident, ‘the Sultan re- 
f to concede a singie step volun- 
tarily, and leaving the powers to their 
own resources to patch up their ccm- 
plicated jealousies and conflicts of in- 
terest before an agreement could be 
reached to unite in a demand upon the 
Sultan. The outrages upon the Ar- 
menian Christians seem to be receding 
into the background, except as they 
constitute the technical case y pon 
which the powers base their motion a at 
international law for the settlement of 
larger questions. 

The visit of M. Nelidorff to the Sul 
tan on Sunday and his prolonged au- 
dience with him, as. first exclusively 
cabled to the Associated Press, seems 
to have settled in his mind at least 
that on the question of guardships, at 
least, the powers were in accord. It 
has developed that M. Nelidorff as- 
sured the Sultan that unless the fir- 
mans for the guardships were granted, 
the powers would present an ultima- 
tum on the subject to the Porte. M. 
Nelidorfi appealed to him in behalf of 
the Czar to obviate the necessity of 
such a step by granting the firmans. 
Russia evidently convinced the Sultan 
that his game of delay was up. 

Said’s return to his own house was 
made in the carriage of Sir Philip Cur- 
rie, the British Ambassador, accompa- 
nied by the chief dragaman of the em- 
bassy. On.the same evening that he 
returned the secret police who had 
been watching the embassy were with- 
drawa. Said Pasha wrote Sir Philip 
Currie a letter of thanks, in which he 
said that, after forty-three years of 
public service, and five in the position 
of Grand Vizier, his health was broken 
and he was unable again to accept the 
office of Grand Vizier. He then men- 
tioned the written assurances. 

Finally, as Said’s request to leave the 
country was still ungranted and as he 
felt bound to attest his appreciation of 
his sovereizn’s personal assurances, he 
returned to his own house, the Sultan 
consenting to grant his wish to be un- 
employed in an official post to 
enjoy complete rest and liberty. Sir 
Philip has reiterated the latter’s desire 
on behalf of the British government. 
It is feared, however, that Said Pasha 
will suffer from palace intrigues.

HE WILL RAISE GOATS. 


NOT THE ORDINARY BEASTS, BUT 
THOSE PRODUCING MOHAIR. 


Creighton Edmundson of Bulls 


Head, Cornwall, Engiand, to 
Start a Farm in the San Joaquin 
Valley. 


(BY THLEGRAPH TO THE TIMEX 

NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) Armed with a trunkful of lit- 
erature on the subject and a fat purse 
with which to make a beginning, 
Creighton Edmundson of Bulls Head, 
Cornwall, Eng., starts tomorrow for 
the beautiful San Joaquin Valley, Cal., 
to found an Angora goat farm. E4- 
mundson talked most interestingly of 
his project tonight. 

“So far as the farm is concerned,” 
said he, “‘it will be a new business for 
me, but I know all about mohair, and 
how to handle it. I have been living 
in Bradford, Eng., for the last three 
years and was interested there with 
one of the largest spinners in England. 
It is partly through his suggestion 
that I am going to California to raise 
Angora goats. The mohair trade has 
experienced a wonderful revival in the 
last year. The industry does not date 
back more than fifty years. It was 
then exclusively in the hands of four 
rich Greek firms, who imported the 
wool of the Angora goat from Asia 
Minor to London. They enjoyed a 
monopoly of the trade until 1863, when 
a merchant in Bradford began import- 


ing from Constantinople direct, and in 


fifteen years Bradford became the 
principal depot of the world for mohair. 

“Business began to decline about 
eight years ago, and kept soiling down 
and down until 1894, when the charge 


came, and now, as you say in America, |” 


everything ie booming. Bradford ‘has 
never experienced such prospefity be- 
fore. Your Consul in Bradford, Claude 
Meeker, devoted a great deal of time 
and thought to the mohair Industry. He 
knows almost as much about it as a 
comber or spinner, and it was he who 
suggested to my business associate the 
practicability of ‘an Angora goat farm 
in the United States.” 

Speaking of the great strides made in 
the rearing of the Angora goat in Scuth 
Africa, Edmundson said: “From noth- 
ing at all, thirty years ago, it has, 
from its commencement at that time, 


-increased year by year, until now the 


exports from the Cape are 21,000 bales 
of 450 peunds each per annum. There 
is still a considerable space of country 
suitable for the cultivation of Angora 
goats, where farmers have no goats, 
and the recent enomous rise in price is- 
causing these farmers to turn their at- 
tention to the business, and it is re- 
ported that there will be a further in- 
Crease during the next two or three 
years. Under these circumstances, I 
see no reason why a California farm 
should not do well. At all events, I in- 
tend to make the attempt. My friends 
and myself. have studied locations 
thoroughly, and our judgment is that 
the San Joaquin Valley and Southern 
California offer more advantages than 
any of the Southwestern States.” 


VENEZUELA’S BROILS. 


Ambassador Eustis as an Adjuster. 
The Uraan Incident. 
MFATLAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.» 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Ambassa- 
dor Eustis, it is understood, is contin- 
uing his effort to adjust the difficulty 
between France and Venezuela, grow- 
ing out of the expulsion of the French 
Minister to Venezuela. So far, Mr. 
Eustis’s efforts have not been crowned 

with entire success. 

There is a disposition here to question 
the accuracy of the statement printed 
in London to the effect that Venezuela 
regards the matter of the arrest of the 
British police chief by the Venezuelan 
officials at Uruan as entirely separate 
from the boundary dispute with Great 
Britain, since it rests on the right of 
jurisdiction. over the territory where 
the arrest was made. No representa- 
tions have yet been made to this gov- 
ernment on the subject by any of the 
parties, which is probably accounted 
for by the fact that up to vesterday 
President Crespo had not received the 
demand from England for the indem- 


nity. 
THE NEW CABINET AND ROJAS. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The Vene- 
zuelan Legation has not received con- 
firmation of the report of the appoint- 
ment of a new cabinet by President 
Crespo, although such appointments 
have been expected for weeks. Rcejas. 
who is reported to be the new Minster 
of Foreign Affairs, preceded Dr. Pulido, 
the retiring Minister, and wrote the 
decisive letter to Great Britain refus- 
ing to apologize for the Uruan incident. 
His letter. heretofore published, took 
the ground that the Uruan matter is 
not a question of personal outrage to 
Police Inspector Barnes, as claim:d by 
Great Britain, but involves the entire 
question of territorial rights between 
Venezuela and Great Britain. 

He urged that arbitration of the 
right of possession of the Uruan dis- 
trict. was a preliminary ‘iecessity to 
determine whether the British police 
inspector was rightfully or wrongfully 
there. This letter was written a year 
ago when Great Britain made her first 
protest. Afterward Rojas gave way to 
Dr. Pulido, a diplomatist 
of mature years. ojas is a Liberal, as 
well as a Radical, so that his return to 
power is hardly consistent with the re- 
ports from Caracas that President 
Crespo is inclined to pay the indemnity 
which the British claim for the Uruan 
incident.

Dispatch.) California will get only one 
committee chairmanship in the House 
at this session. This much is certain. 
Who the fortunate member of the dele- 
gation will be is not yet known, but it 
lies between Mr. Bowers and Mr. Loud, 
Both gentlemen have strong claims in 
the way of seniority on two of the 
committees, but they happen to be 
placed with men from other States 
who have stronger claims than that of 
precedence, owing to length of service 
on the committees as they now stand.

They also sounded Mr. Reed 
on the subject of an appropriation for 
San Pedro harbor. » On both subjects 
the Speaker was inclined to say but 
little. 

What the Speater did say was nod 
very encouraging. 
first thing this Congress had to do was 
to provide some methods of raising 
more revenue with which to run the 
government. He did not think that 
many appropriations for public im 
provements would pass the House un 
til the more important matter of 
straightening out the country's 
finances wes disposed of. He seemed 
inclined to look upon the improvements 
at San Pedro as feasible, however, and 
intimated that a bill for appropriation 
to cover the same would follow after 
the United States Treasury got over 
its present indisposition. 

Senator White expects to be able to 
get the question of an appropriation 
for San Pedro Harbor before the Sen- 
ate in the near future. As the result of 
a resolution presented by Senator 
White last week and passed by the 
Senate, the Vice-President yesterday 
laid before the Senate a communication 
from the Secretary of War transmit- 
ting the report of the Chief of Eng neers 
on the project for further improvement 
of the harbor, with favorable commen!. 
The report was prepared about two 
years ago by Col. Benyaurd of the En- 
gineer Corps of the Pacific Coast and 
was brought up in the Senate at the 
last session, but was pigeon-holed. 
The report was yesterday referred to 
the Committee on Commerce, and now 
Senator White will bend his energies 
with the committee and induce them to 
report favorably, if possible. 
CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The ses- 
sion of the Senate today lasted but one 
hour, and was mainly devoted to a dis- 
cussion of Senator Dubois’s proposi- 
tion to amend the rules so as to dis- 
tribute the appropriations bills among 
the various committees of the Senate.

The bill is prac- 
tically the same as reported by Sena- 
tor George from the Committee on 
Judiciary at the last session as a rub- 
stitute for the Bailey bill, which passed 
the House. 

There seems to be no possibility now 
that the committees of the House will 
be announced this week, and the House 
may adjourn tomorrow till Monday. 
Speaker Reed has experienced more 
difficulty than was anticipated in mak- 
ing up the membership of the commit- 
tees, owing to his lack of personal ac- 
quaintance with the new members, of 
whom there are 163. From a source 
close to the Speaker the information is 
given out today that the committees 
will probably not be announced until 
the latter part of next week just before 
the Christmas holiday season.

LONDON, Dec. 11.—The United States 
Embassy was besieged today by news- 
paper reporters anxious to obtain the 
views of Ambassador Bayard upon the 
demand for his impeachment made 
yesterday in the House of Representa- 
tives at Washington by Congressman 
William E. Barrett of Massachusetts 
on the ground that he insulted the 
country from which is accredited 
and the people he represents in 
speeches delivered at Boston, Eng., 
and Edinburgh, Scotland, on August 2? 
and November 7 respectively. All at- 
tempts to induce Ambassador Bayard 
or his. staff to discuss the matter 
failed, while the British officials also 
declined to make any statements on 
the subject.

sult. After all, we, too, should resent 
it, if our Ministers made similar state- 
ments.“ 

Although Bayard refuses to be inter 
viewed, he has stated that he does not 
intend to tender his resignation. 8

A UNIQUE PILGRIMAGE, 


MISSIONARIES TO MAKE A TOUR OF 
THE WORLD. 


The Work of Gonverting Reckless 
and Savage Peoples Will Be ob- 
served on the Spot Under the 
Auspices of Rev. Ficid, 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—A unique and 
interesting pilgrimage to both home 
and foreign missionary workers is soon 
to be arranged by the representatives of 
a number of wealthy contributors to 
missionary work. It will be under the 
auspices and guidance of the Rev. 
Henry M. Field. 

For years Cornelius Vanderbilt, John 
Rockefeller, Miss Helen Gould, Cyrus 
McCormick, Jr., of Chicago, and the 
Messrs. Phil and W. K. Armour, also 
of Chicago, and other wealthy people 
have given hundreds of thousands of 
dollars toward carrying on missionary 
work in far-off territories, of which 
they knew but little. The reports of 
the boards through which they con- 
tributed were the only information they 
had. It is to enable these and others 
interested in missionary work to know 
by actual observation exactly how the 
missionary conducts his labors that the 
trip is to be made. They will start for 
Japan about April 20, and will be ab- 
sent several months. The tour will be 
under the immediate direction of A. B. 
Thomson and H. R. Elliott. 

The itinerary will include typical 
stations in the home missionary work, 
giving the members of the party as 
they cross the continent object lessons 
in evangelizing the negro, the Spanish- 
American, the Mormon and the Chi- 
nese, to which may be added the reck- 
less and abandoned element of the An- 
glo-Saxon population throughout the 
West and on the Pacific Coast. They 
will begin the study of missions in 
Japan. The work of all the American 
missions there will be looked into, after 
which China will be visited. Shanghai, 
the northern center of the Chinese mis- 
sions, will be the first stop, after which 
the party will go down the coast to 
Canton and drop in;at far-off Formosa. 
where the work of Rev. Dr. Mackay 
may be observed. Leaving Hongkong, 
the party will steam south and east, 
through the strangest waters of the 
world. The arboreal savages of Borneo 
will show what American missions 
have done for them, as will also the 
natives of Celebes and New Guinea. 
The route then carries the pilgrims 
through Torres Straits to the eastern 
ports of Australia. After several pauses 
to enable them to obtain a face-to-face 
view of civilization, they will be in a 
mood to appeciate civilized Australia. 

The itinerary then provides visits to 
the missionary archipelago in southern 
seas under auspices that will afford the 
voyagers every opportunity to see the 
missionary and civilized forces at work. 
The Fiji, Tonga and Samoan groups 
will be visited and extended trips to Mi- 
cronesia and other islands will be made 
enabling the tourists to gain at first 
hands the story of the conquest of these 
isolated little coral worlds. ‘This sec- 
tion is regarded as the very birthplace 
of mission work. . ; 

The return will be by way of Hon 
lulu and a general tour of the Hawaiian 
Islands and New Zealand will be made. 
The missions at Albuquerque, Las Ve- 
gas and Santa Fe will be made on the 
outward trip, and those of Northern 
Canada visited on the return. A large 
number of people have expressed a de- 
sire to accompany the party, but it has 
to be limited owing to the fact that in 
many of the places in the South Sea 181 
ands there are no accommodations to 
be had other than those afforded by 
the missions. 

The heavy contributors to foreign 
missions who cannot themselves be 
members of the party, as well as the 
different boards of foreign missions of 
various denominations, will send repre- 
sentatives. The missions visited wil 
include those of every denomination, 


which will enable the pilgrims to form 
comparisons.

It was in the half-mile championship 
that his greatest triumph came, when, 
at the turn into the stretch, he jumped 
from the bunch in which he had been 
one with the crack Parsons, Iredale and 
Lewis, his mighty rush carrying him 
past the winning post a winner by 
thirty or forty yards. His rivals 
seemed standing still, while 30,000 
seemed paralyzed with sur- 
prise. 

“So stupefied,”’ as the Sydney Herald 
copies cf which arrived on the Mio- 
wera, expressed it, “that they forgot 
their voices till the wizard leisurely 
pedaled back to the pavilion, modestly 
refusing the honor of being mounted 
shoulder high and carried to his quar- 
ters. Then the enthusiasm cf the spec- 
tators fond vent, and the most sensa- 
tional ride ever made by a cyclist un- 
der Australian skies, was rewarded by 
such a shout of unbounded enthusiasm 
as the performance deserved.” 

The preliminary heats had left but 
four candidates for championship hon- 
ors, unquestionably the strongest quar- 
tette ever brought together in Aus- 
tralia, Zimmerman of America, J. W. 
Parsons and P. G. Iredale of Victoria 
and R. W. Lewis of New South Wales. 
Parsons had the pole, with Iredale and 
Lewis second and third, and Zimmer- 
man outside. Parsons made the pace 
in the first half, Zimmerman following 
behind Lewis, Finishing the first cir- 
cult, the American closed up and 
Lewis spurted desperately, 
the fight had commenced. 
quietly dropped back and trailed the 
procession, resting calmly content un- 
til the last turn, when his feet found 
wings and flew around on the outside. 
leaving his rivals as though standing 
still. Thirty-five yards were made 
from the picked men of Australia in 
less than. two hundred‘ yards, and. 
though Parsons was second, it was not 
a place in the same ctass as the cham- 
pion. The time, im. 16 3-5s., counts 
for little, as Australia does not believe 
in pacing. “Zimmy” polished the last 
quarter, however, in less than 29a. The 
mile was practically duplicated in all 
save time, which was 2m. 24s. 

In an interview just after the last 
race Zimmerman said he was quite 
satisfied, though he would have pre- 
ferred a hotter pace. As to the Aus- 
tralian tracks, he consigers them in- 


finitely inferior to those of America, as 


they lack life, and, consequently, speed. 


BAD DAY FOR FAVORITES. 


Ladies’ Day at the Ingleside Race 
Track—The Winners.

CARELESS JAILERS. 


Firearms, Money and Liquor Con- 
veyed te the Postoffiice Robbers. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—The trial today 

of Sheriff Tamsen, charged with crimi- 

nal negligense in allowing the three 
postoffice robbers, Russell, Killoran and 

Allen, to escape from the Ludlow-street 

Jail, revealed facts anything but com- 

plimentary to the custodians of the 

prisoners at the jail. 

“Old Bill” Vosburg, a notorious con- 
fidence man and father-in-law of Rus- 
sell, was the principal witness. He told 
how he had been given a pass to the jail 
which the doorkeeper never took up 
and how he had visited the jail as of- 
ten as five times a week, taking liquor, 
money and firearms to the prisoners, 
He. was never searched. Six days be- 
fore the escape he carried in three re- 
volvers, which he gave to the prison- 
ers In the jallyard. A keeper stood neat 
by in the doorway at the time. On 
cross-examination Vosburg admitted 
the part he recently played in swindling 
Farmer Cinfel of Nebraska, who paid 
$500 for $8000 worth of “green goods.” 
Vosburg explains that he did not sell 
Cinfel counterfeit money, but as he ex- 
plained, “only a box full of green paper 
with two $1 bills on top.” He admitted 
that his purpose was to swindle the 
Westerher out of his $500. 

John Allen, who was a prisoner at 
Ludlow street in June last, explained 
the pinochle and poker were favorite 
games among the warden and dhe 
“star” prisoners. The keepers also took 
part. This closed the case for the prose- 


cution. 


Gen. Tracy of the defense, at once 
raised the question of the State court’s 
jurisdiction over Federal prisoners. He 
moved to dismiss the case against 
Sheriff Tamsen. Judge Allison decided

TO SACK THE COLLEGE. 


NORTH TOPEKA PEOPLE THREAT- 
EN GRAVE-ROBBERS. 


Remains of Dead Women Found to 
Have Been Taken from Their 
Resting Places to the Dissecting 
Rooms—Militia Ordered Out. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

TOPEKA (Kan...) Dec. 11.—Three 
cases of grave-robbing at the Rochester 
Cemetery have been traced to students 
of the Kansas Medical College in the 
past three days, and popular indlgna- 
tion reached a crisis in North Topeka. 
tonight. It is feared that an effort will 
be made before morning to either burn 
or otherwise damage the college. 

The first robbery was that of the 
body of Mrs. I. O. Van Fleet. The 
husband of the dead woman became 
unaccountably possessed of the belief 
that the grave had been desvcrat-d. 
and had an examination made, which 
disclosed the work of the ghouls. The 
body was found in the dissecting rooms 
of the college. Further investigation 
revealed the mutilated remains of Mrs. 
Dake, Wife of a Well-known citizen, and 
at 8 o'clock tonight, P. H. Lillis iden- 
tifled the third body at the colkk g as 


that of his mother, who died recently 
of consumption. 


The police learned this afternoon that 
there was a move on foot to agssembie 
a mob to sack the medical college lo- 


‘cated at the corner of Twelfth and Tay- 


lor streets. This evening the faculty of 
the college called on the police for pro- 
tection. The students were all sent 
home, and the college building is in the 
‘possession of a large squad of police- 


nren. 

A detail of militiamen from Battery 
B of this city is stationed at their ar- 
senal to prevent a capture of the arms 
stored there. pon request of the 
Sheriff, the Governor has ordered the 
infantry company at Lawrence ww be 
ready to respond to a call at any mo- 
ment. The men are now assembled at 
the station at Lawrence. All the A.O. 
U. W. lodges met tonight to denounc: 
the outrage and demand a full investi- 
gation to discover the ghouls. 

Great indignation prevails through- 
out the city that the authorities of the 
college should permit the robbing of 
graves when they could secure all the 
bodies they need from the cities by pay- 
ing expressage. The United Workmen 
resolved not to employ any of the phy- 
sicilans connected with the college, and 
denounced Gov. Morrill for calling out 
the militia. The mob, on advice of the 
officials, has dispersed. 

Rochester Cemetery, from which the 
bodies were stolen, is used by the 
poorer classes of this city, and it is in 
a secluded nook, where the grave-rob- 
ber “an operate unmolested. Many 
persons whose relatives have been bur- 
led there recently went out today to 
open the graves and satisfy themselves 
that the bodies had not been disturbed.

A STEAMER COLLISION. 


White Star Steamer Germanic Sinks 
the Seotch Coaster Cambrae. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

LONDON, Dec. 11.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) The White Star stamer Germanic 
from Liverpool today for New York 
collided at the mouth of the Mersey 
with a Scotch coas steamer and 
was obliged to return to this port badly 
damaged. 

The disaster arose through the Ger- 
manic driving into the forepart of the 
steamer Cambrae and she remained 
wedged there till thirty passengers of 
the Cambrae and twenty-eight of the 
crew had clambered aboard the Ger- 
manic or had been rescued in boats. 
One lady had a rib broken. 

When the Germanic became disen- 
gaged from the Cambrae the ship foun- 
dered. The Germanic then returned to 
Liverpool, where the passengers were 
landed and sent to hotels. They have 
the option of proceeding on their jour- 
ney by the Cun@rd liner Umbria, which 
leaves Queenstown on December 15, or 
by the White Star steamer Teutonic, 
which leaves Queenstown on Decem- 
ber 19. The Germanic had a hole 9x7 
feet in her bow above the water-mark. 
She was docked this morning and dis- 
charged. 

The collision occurred in the fog, 
Both vessels were going ahead slow at 
the time. The cries of the Cambrae'e 
passengers were heartrending, when 
they supposed the vessel was sinking. 

he Germanic’s bulkheads. were imme- 
diately closed, so that very little water 

enetrated the hull. A volunteer. eres 
rom the Germanic and the Cambrae 
started to draw ‘the fires and to save 
the valuables on board the Cambrae, 
but she sank before they reached her. 
This crew left behind lost track of the 
Germanic, but fortunately their cries 
attracted a tug, which rescued them.

DIED WITHOUT FEAR 


ANOTHER STORY OF HAY- 
WARD'S EXECUTI 


The Condemned Man Enters Into 
Conversation With His Friends 
as He Waits. 


Asks to’ Have the Noose Drawn 
Tightly About His Neek and 
Fixes the Kruot. 


Apparently the Coolest Man at the 
Hanging—The Scenes at the 
Grave—His Aged Mother's 

Intense Grief. ~ 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

MINNEAPOLIS, Dec. 11. With a 
gambler’s phrase upon his lips and a 
cold smile upon his face, Marry Hay- 
ward faced eternity ‘this morning. 
“Pull her tight, Tu stand pat,” were 
the last words he uttered as a deputy, 
with blanched face and trembling 
hands pulled the well-soaped noose as 
tightly about the murderer's neck as he 
could, in order that death might come 
more quickly 4nd more surely. It was 
2:12 o'clock when Sheriff Holmberg 
pulled the lever and released the trap 
upon which Hayward stood, In thir- 
teen minutes County Physician Burton 
declared that the swinging figure, in 
which no movement or struggle had 
been observed, was that of a dead man, 

The coolest man at his own execution 
was Harry Hayward, debonair as 
ever. What seemed mere effrontery 
during his jail days now became, in the 
great dimly-lighted gallows-room, the 
courage and indifference of a man pve 
room was illuminated only by a locomo- 
tive headlight, suspended about four 
feet from the floor, opposite the scaf- 
fold. The chief deputy mounted the 
scaffold, where Warden Wolfe cf the 
State Penitentiary, ex-Sheriff Brackett 
and Sheriff Chappel of St. Paul were 
already waiting, and directed that 
every hat be removed, and that there 
be no smoking. A cordon of policemen 
filed in and made a little passageway 
for the death party. 

Meanwhile, the prisoner had been 
made ready in the cellroom, a black 
silk robe had been put on, and the black 
cap adjusted. Suddenly the door was 
thrown wide open, and the sound of an 
inarticulate yell floated in from the cell- 
room where the prisoner’s comrades 
were taking their farewell, then three 
hoarse cheers for Sheriff Holmberg, led 
by Hayward himself, and ending with 
„He's all right.” As the echoes died 
away, the Sheriff appeared, followed by 
the prisoner between Deputies Bright 
and Anderson, Deputy Megarden bring- 
ing up the rear. 

Harry Hayward entered the death 
chamber with the same easy stride that 
marked his promenades when he was a 
swagger youth in society. “Good even- 
ing, gentlemen,” said he in clear, even 
tones, as he bowed his way into the 
room, wearing his sombre garb 80 
jauntily that ite grotesqueness was for- 
gotten. As he made his way up the 
stairs to the scaffold he tripped on the 
unaccustomed gown. This amused him 
and he laughed. As he strode up on the 
trap, the deputies looked more like 
frightened children hanging to a par- 
ent than officers of the law. Hayward 
might have posed for a figure of Justice 
defending the weak, instead of a mur- 
derer going to his doom. 

Carefully placing his feet the 
marked spots, he drew his splendid 
figure to.its greatest height and glanced 
about with calm face, occasionally 
brightened by a smile of recognition 
as he saw some friend. Upon being 
asked if he had anything to say, he re- 
plied, in careless, drawling tone: Weill, 
ves. He moistened his lips with his 
tongue. Well, to you all,” he began, 
“there has been a good deal of curios- 
ity and wonder at my action and some 
of you think I am a very devil,” with a 
peculiar, drawling accent on the first 
syllable of that world; “and if you all 
knew my whole life you would think so 
all the more. I have dictated a full 
statement today on all my life to Ed- 
ward Goodsell, J. T. Mannix, and a 
stenagrapher. Let's see, what's, that 
stenographer’s name?” and Hayward 
peered down over the edge of his scaf- 
forld as if expecting some one to an- 
swer. 

„Where's Uline?’ he went on, some- 
what disconnectedly. “I promised to 
take his dog with me under my arm to 
make him a record. It would be a good 
thing for the dog. Doyle, you told me 
to bow to you. Where are you? Are'nt 
you here? I can’t see you,” and the 
speaker peered about for the detective. 

“I’m here, Harry.“ called out Doyle. 

“Well, then, good evening, Mr. Doyle.“ 
said the prisoner, smiling graciously 
and bowing. Then taking another tack, 
he called out: “Clemens, did you get 
that ticket?” A hat was shoved up 
into the cone of the light in assent. 
“Ah; that’s good, Mannix, let me see 
now,” and Hayward hesitated with the 
embarrassment of a man who had for- 
gotten his speech. 

“Take your time,” said Sheriff Holm- 
be

“I certainly had something to say to 
Mannix, because I have always enter- 
tained the kindest feeling for him. Joe, 
remind me of what it was; you know 
I have been having trouble with my 
memory lately.“ 

“Say nothing more in that line,“ came 
in low, distinct tones from Mannix. 
“You are about to meet your God and 
should express here your forgiveness 
for your brother, as you did so nobly to 
me today, and with the thoughts of 
your mother and father before you 
should act as you have during the last 
forty-eight hours, meeting death man- 
fully and forgiving all those toward 
whom you have borne any ill-will up to 
this time.“ 

“Forgive him,“ said Hayward, as 
Mannix finished, Well, I have freely 
forgiven him for any imaginary wrongs 
he thinks he has done me. He has done 
me no wrong. I have done him a great 
wrong. I forgive him freely. Father 
Cleary, Father Timothy and Father 
Christy have taken great interest in me, 
and have exerted themselves greatly 
about my spiritual welfare. I have the 

atest respect for each of them. For 
ohn Day Smith, my lawyer, also; he 
is a good man and a Christian, as well 
as a lawyer, and I have promised him 
to say something here tonight which I 
shculd probably not have said of my 
own accord.“ 

With an effort Hayward turned his 
eyes upward and said in a strident, 
meaningless voice, quite different from 
the conversational one he had been 
using: “O God, for Christ's sake, for - 
give all my sins. Oh,“ resumed the 
prisoner, dropping back to his fo , 
tone, “is Goodsell here?’ When toe 
that Goodsell was absent, he 
tinued: “Well, Dr. Burton, I 

have somethi to say to you.” 
The doctor stop him with the sug- 
gestion that he had better not say any-~- 
ng 


Hayward st a moment in thought, | 
as if telling off the names of those he 
wished to remember in hig last words. 
Apparently satisfied that all had been 
done that he had intended, he half 
turned his head and flung it back over 
his shoulders. “I guess that’s all. Now 
Phil Megarden, go ahead.” 

The trap was quickly adjusted. As 
the noose settled down over his head, 
he said: Let's see, how does the knot 
go? Under the right ear—no, it’s the left. 
isn't it? Please pull it tight. That's 
good. Keep your courage up, gentie- 
men.“ 


as the noose tightened and the visor 
of the black cap was turned down: It 
was Hayward’s last glimpse of earth. 
“Pull her tight, u stand pat,” he 
said. Deputy Megarden stepped back 
and ra his hand. On the fatal sig- 
nal, like a shot the body dropped 
through the opened trap, There was not 
@ tremor or struggle. The spectaors 
Waited breathlessly while the doctor 
listened to the fluttering heart. Thir- 
teen minutes passed. Dr. Burton then 
stepped back and thé spectators filed 
out. The deputy loosened the straps 
that bound the hands. They fell inert 
at the side of the body. Harry Hay- 
ward was dead. 

Before exeoution, Hayward at the re- 
quest of his brother, Dr. Thad deus Hay- 
ward, consented that an autopsy be 
performed, and the body examined. 
This was done at the morgue this mcrn- 
ing by a committee of physicians, 
headed by Dr. W. A. Jones, a brain 
specialist, and Dr. H. A. Tomlinson, 
formerly superintendent of the insane 
asylum at Peter. A careful meas- 
urement of the head showed it was 
about normal in size and shape, , the 


line through the ears was long, the 
forehead narrow and retreating, the 
temporal bones very thick. The brain 


itself seemed small, It was taken to 
and examined more cdare- 
Beyond much question, Harry Hay- 
ward was a degenerate, according to 
one of the specielists who conducted 
the autopsy. Of four stigmata named 
by Lombroso as Invariably characteriz- 
ing degenerates three have been found, 
viz., marked symmetry of the skull, 
brain and face; protuberant front teeth 
and narrow and sharply-arched palate. 
The fourth one lies in the facial and 
nasal angles, and will probably be 
found to exist when proper calculations 
have been made from skull measure- 
ments. The brain has been found to 
weigh 55 ounces, about normal, and the 
defects in it, if any, are too subtle 
ren either knife or microscope to de- 
ct. 

The aged parents spent the last night 
of their son’s existence in their owa 
apartments, attended by their eldest son 
and kind-hearted ladies who did their 
utmost t) console and help them. They 
had expected to make the prisoner a 
last visit esterday afternoon, hut 
their strength and courage failed them 
The old father, whose frame sha*es 
with palsy, is a pitiable object, but his 
mental condition is not as bad as 
might be expected. The mother has 
borne up remarkably well, but those 
who know her best, fear for her rea- 
son. This afternoon they followed 
their son’s remains to Lakewood Ceme- 
tery, where they were buried after a 
few simple words by Rev. Dr. Marion 
D. Shutter. a Universalist divine. 

At the simple burial services over 
Hayward's remains this afternoon at 
the Lakewood cemetery, there occurred 
a most tragic incident. The ceremony 
was held in the little chapel at the 
cemetery and was attended by very few 
friends and the members of the fam- 
ily, Adry included. 

After the words of scripture and 
prayer, Mrs. Hayward desired td place 
some flowers on the casket and, sup- 
ported by her son, Dr. Thaddeus Hay- 
ward, and her husband, advanced to 
do so. She walked around the head of 
the coffin, strewing carnations as she 
did so. When she arrived at the 
right-hand side of the bier she hesi- 
tated. In response to a signal from her, 
Thaddeus and her husband loosened 
their support of her and she stood 
alone. She raised her clenched hands 
and broke forth in a low moaning tone: 
“Poor, dear Harry; poor, dear Harry. 
My baby boy; my dear baby. God has 
forgiven. God has forgiven him. 
Poor,. dear Harry; poor, dear: Harry. 
‘Be brave, mother; be brave and strong. 
The chains bind me, but they cannot 
chain my soul—I come again.’ Poor, 
ree Harry; poor, dear Harry; my 

aby.“ 

With this the mother started and 
turned toward where 
kront ot Adry. she 
his face in her hands and said: 
him I’ve forgiven him, mother.“ Her 
reproachful tones echoed in the silent 
room. Seemingly half-crazed, the be- 
rea ved mother turned from her elder 
boy to where her 8 lay, and 
fell fainting into the seat near by.

FIRE ON A CRUISER.

Mer Sheli-boxes Charred Through 
the Bulkheads Separating Them 
from the Boiler 
Fleeded With Water. ja 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.» 


NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Key West, Fla., says 
that particulars have just been re- 
ceived on shore of what nearly caused 
the destruction of the United Siates 
cruiser Cincinnati, and the loss of 300 
lives. A gale of wind that blew all 
yesterday afternoon and through the 
night interrupted communication with 
vessels in the harbor and delayed the 
hews. 

It was reported to the officer of the 
deck of the Cincinnati about 2:30 On 
in the afternoon that some smoke ha 
made its appearance in the dynamo- 
room and all about the neighborhood of 
the forward magazine. The flre-bell 
was rung at once, and the pumps 
started. The smoke in the compart- 
ment adjoining and above the mage- 
zines was so thick that the first of- 
ficer to arrive on the scene gave or- 
ders to flood the ammunition at once. 
The hatches were opened and streams 
of water from the deck-hose wére added 
to those used in flooding the compart- 
ment. The circumstances were too 
critical to admit of hesitation, and wa- 
ter was poured in until the ammuni- 
tion compartments were completely 
filled. The smoke had by this time con- 
siderably abated, and it was «vident 
that the water had risen above the fire. 

Capt. Johnson, who, with the exe- 
cutive officer, Lieutenahkt-Commander 
Everett, had taken personal charge, 
directed that all the ammunition not 
yet under water be passed on deck. 
This was done with almost incredible 
rapidity. The men worked fast. The 
forward five-inch magazines were next 
emptied and it was found that several 
of the boxes containing the PRS ; 
munition were charred nearly through. 
A little delay in flooding the magazines 
would have caused a catastrophe. 

The fire was right abreast of the 
auxiliary boilers in a coal-bunker par- 
tially filled with soft coal. The heat 
from the boilers had caused the coal 
to smoulder, and this in turn had 
charred the shell-boxes through the 
separating bulkheads. It is thought 
no damage was done, unless it be found 
that the ammunition was injured by 
water. The officers say the men worked 
with the same presence of mind and 
disregard of danger as though the 
magazines were empty. The Cincin- 
nati is here to prevent filibustering and 
to enforce the neutrality laws.

HE RECKONED VAINLY. 


Millionaire Gibbe’s Will May 
Contested After All. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 11.—An even- 
ing paper says that the will of the 
late George W. Gibbs, the millionaire 
merchant, philanthropist and presi- 
dent of the Young Men's Christian As- 
sociation, is to be contested. About a 
year before his death, Gibbs, to avoid 
a contest, distributed from $800,000 to 
$1,000,000 of his property by deed among 
his relatives, his wife receiving the 
bulk of the property, and many public 
institutions receiving large gifts. 

At the time of his death two or three 
weeks ago, the residue of his estate 
amounted to only about $4000. This was 
was left to his widow, except that be- 
quests of $100 each were left to each 
of the children of Mary Louise Hast- 
ings. It is now said that Mrs. Hast- 
ings will contest the will and try to 
upset the transfer of his property by 
which Gibbs vainly hoped to avoid a 
contest. 

Mrs. Hastings is the daughter of Mrs. 
Sarah Marie Grey, who with her hus- 
band was a neighbor to Mr. Gibbs in 
1850 Mrs. Grey's daughter, Marie Louise 
Grey, in 1850 married Dr. Brown of this 
city by whom she had three children. 
Mr. Brown died in 1854 and, a few 
years later, Mrs. Brown married a man 
named Everett, with whom she went 
Bast. She was divorced from Everett 
and returned to this city. She then 
married James Hastings, a civil engi- 
neer of London, and went to England, 
where she resided until the death of 
her husband eighteen months ago. She 
returned to this city shortly before the 
last illness of Gibbs. In the early days 
Mrs. Hastings’s mother kept a board- 
ing-house here and Gibbs had taken a 
great interest in her family. 


Mrs. Hastings refused to talk for pub- 


lication and her lawyer will say noth- 
ing except that she has a valid claim 
against the Gibbs estate. 


A BIG SCANDAL. 


State Viticultural Property Reported 
to Have Disappeared. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 11.—A big 
scandal has been unearthed in the 
affairs of the State Vitricultural Com- 
mission. Thousands of dollars in State 
property. which, it is claimed, the com- 
mission should account for and which 
it does not possess, has disappeared. 
On the eve of its dissolution as a State 
instituttior the commission is being 
submitted to a searching investigation 
by Gov. Budd and the Board of Exam- 
iners. Enough startling facts have 
been discovered to warrant serious 
charges and the secretary of the com- 
mission, Winfield Scott, has been sum- 
moned to Sacramento to explain, if pos- 
sible, what has become of the valuable 
property belonging to the State. 

Costly apparatus, which it is difficult 
to duplicate, and which was purchased 
with State money for the use of the 
commission, has gone, no one knows 
where. Books, furniture of all sorts, 
laboratory equipment and working out- 
fits have disappeared without explana- 
tion. Responsibility under the State 
law rests with the salaried officials, 
who will be compelled to answer, or 
the secretaries, who have served since 
the establishment of the board in 1881. 
They are Charles A. Wetmore, J. H. 
Wheeler and Winfield Scott. 


A CONSPIRACY ALLEGED. 
Chinese 


Efforts to Save a Con- 
demned Murderer. 

SACRAMENTO, Dec. 11.—A number 
of Chinese belonging to a secret society 
and all hailing from San Francisco ap- 
peared before the Governor today in 
behalf of Chin Hant, sentenced to be 
hanged at Folsom next Friday for the 
murder of Lee Gong, a cigar merchant 
in this city. They testified that at a 
secret meeting, immediately after the 
killing, a conspiracy was formed to 
fasten the crimes upon the condemned 
man. They also said that Ah Wah, a 
Chinese woman who was the principal 
witness for the prosecution, was bribed 
for $400. and a ticket to China. 

Ah Wah, who did not know the con- 
demned, was told to identify him at 
the trial by a scar on his forehead. The 
most sensational testimony is that of 
Lee Hong, who was in the cigar store 
at the time of the killing, and saw Lee 
Sam fire the fatal shot. Lee Sam is 
missing. It is not yet known whether 


Chin Hant will be granted a reprieve 
or not. 


JACK LITTLEFIELD’S MURDER. 


A Third Man Now Under Arrest at 
Weaverville. 


WEAVERVILLE, Dec. 11.—Sheriff 
Bergin returned from the long-bridge 
country yesterday, having charge of 
Joe Gregory,.and lodged him in jail. 
Gregory with Baylis Van Horn and J. 
Cew, both of whom were brought here 
on Monday and placed in jail, are 
charged with the murder of Jack 
Littlefield, which took place near the 
Red Mountain house in Longridge 
township on September 27, last. The 
three prisoners are confined in separ- 
ate cells, Van Horn being placed in 
the tank in the basement of the Court- 
house, a gloomy dark dungeon with 
the hope that he will squeal. Palmer, 
in whose employ Littlefield was at the 
time he was killed, is here and is re- 
garded as a very important witness 
for the people. The Sheriff and his 
deputies had no trouble in arresting 
the prisoners and it is learned that 
they have strong circumstantial evi- 
dence against them.

THE WRIT DENIED. 


Theodore Durrant Must Prepare for 
Removal to Prison. | 

GAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 11.—Gen. 
Dickinson, attorney for Theodore Dur- 
rant, presented a writ of probable cause 
today for the purpose of preventing 
Durrant's removal to the State prison, 
and enabling him to remain at the 
County Jail. Judge Murphy denied the 
motion for a writ of probable cause. 
Durrant will be required to prepare at 
once for removal to the State prison. 

Gen. Dickinson said that he and Dist.- 
Atty. Barnes had agreed to try 
Durrant for the murder of Minnie WII- 
liams early in January and it was nec- 
essary to have Durrant then in the 
County Jail. Judge Murphy emphati- 
cally refused to allow a stay of one 
day in ordér for removal. He said that 
Durrant’s death warrant would be 
signed today. No date for the execu- 
tion has yet been set. 

Judge Murphy this afternoon named 
February 21 as the date for the execu- 
tion of Durrant.

A Sacramento Painter Fites Through 
His Wife’s Bedroom Window.

MADRID, Dec. 11.—(By South Amer- 
ican Cable.) A dispatch from Havana 
announces that Maximo Gomez, the in- 
surgent leader, arrived at Placetas. An- 
other dispatch says that insurgents at- 
tack Rudgo, of the province of Mat- 
anzas, and burned eleven houses after 
pillaging them. It is added that the in- 
surgents were Ultimately routed by the 
Spaniards with heavy loss. 

HANGED FOUR COUNTRYMEN. 

HAVANA, Dec. 11.—A dispatch from 
Sauga La Grande, province of Santa 
Clara, says that insurgents in that 
neighborhood hanged four peaceable 
countrymen. 

PORTO RICO IN REBELLION. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—A local paper 
says that in her struggle for independ- 


ence Cuba has found a powerful ally 


in the Island of Porto Rico. According 
to the latest intelligence Spain has now 
two insurrections on her hands, or will 
have if the plans maturing are carried 
into execution. Porto Rico has gone so 
far, it is sald, as to issue a declaration 
of independence and will soon join her 
sister island in the active struggle for 
liberty. An army is being formed by 
the Separatist party of Porto Rico, 
and as soon as the leaders are ready 
the new campaign will open. 

As in the Venezuelan affair, the revo- 
lutionists are Cuban patriots residing 
in this city, and the same secrecy at- 
tended their movements. At a meeting 
held at the home of Dr. Julio Hanna, 
business calculated to further harass 
the Spanish vernment was trans- 
acted. It was that the initial steps were 
taken in-the country toward a revolu- 
tion in Porto Rico. If these plans and 
those formulated by the leaders on the

mother country, will be in arms against 


Spain. 

The leaders here declare that a vig- 
orous declaration of independence has 
been prepared by the leaders of the 
Porto Rican Separatist party and that 
it is their intention to issue this as 
soon as they feel sure that they can de- 
fend themselves against any action 
Spain may take. One of the most prom- 
inent Porto Ricans in New York de- 
clared that this may be in less than 
a week. The declaration of independ- 
ence was prepared on the island and at 
least one copy of it was sent to this 
city for the leaders to pass upon. They 
have given it their approval and have 
so informed the Separatist party in 
Porto Rico. 

In starting this new revolution in 
Porto Rico, the leaders are fully carry- 
ing out the original plans of Gen. Jose 
Marti, the late leader of the Cuban 
revolution, which: were to first get the 
Cuban insurrection well under way and 
then to encourage, or rather create, a 
similar uprising in Porto Rico. There 
were to be two separate revolutions, 
the army of each of the two provinces 
acting independently as far as pos- 
sible, but necessarily in conjunction 
when a crisis was reached, but each 
striving for the same object, the de- 
feat of Spain. If a victory should be 
won, it was arranged that the sister 
island should form entirely separate 
governments, the republic of Cuba and 
the republic of Porto Rico. 

In formulating this plan, Gen. Marti 
consulted prominent Porto Ricans who 
are now in this city, one of whom cor- 
roborated the above statement last 
night. These men are among those 
who are arranging the present proposed 
ccup. Cuba’s cause and Porto Rico’ 
cause, they say, are identical. 


THOSE BATTLESHIPS. 
Difficulty Experienced in the Matter 
of Awarding Contracts. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—By appoint- 
ment Secretary Herbert heard today 
arguments behind closed doors by per- 
sons who bid for the construction of 
two battleships, touching the merits of 
their respective propositions. There 
were present Henry Scott of the Union 
Iron Works, San Francisco; Charles 
and Henry Cramp and Mr. Nixon of 
the Cramp Shipbuilding Company, 
Philadelphia, and Mr. Orcutt, president 
of the Newport News Drydock and 
Shipbuilding Company of Virginia, with 
his construction engineer, Mr. Smith. 

The problem presented to the Secre- 
tary and Board of Chiefs was a diffi- 
cult one. The Newport News Company 
was the lowest bidder under the plans 
for building ships prepared by the Navy 
Depal¥ment, but Cramps and the Union 
Iron Works had submitted individual 
plans of more or less merit, Cramps 
having no less than seven propositions 
and the Union Iron Works being 
favored by the express desire of Con- 
gress to have one ship built on the Pa- 
cific Coast. 

Scott and Orcutt, speaking for their 
respective firms. stated that their bids, 
as submitted by them, fully set out their 
cases, and they had no remarks to 
make at this time unless called upon 
to explain further in detail any fea- 
tures. Therefore the entire hearing was 
consumed by the Cramps, who, with- 
out in any way disparaging the plan 
for the ships as prepared at the Navy 
Department, directed attention to what 
they regarded as the strong features of 
their own designs. They explained that 
the department was at liberty to com- 
bine in any fashion desirable the pro- 
position submitted by their firm, of 
course_having in view the maintenance 
of the prices of the various crafts. 

At the conclusion Of the hearing See- 
retary Herbert agreed to allow the 
Cramps three or four days in which to 
bring some further representations in 
the same line. When this is all in his 
hands the secretary and the board will 
proceed to pass upon the various pro- 
posals and make the awards of con- 
tracts. 


Great Britain Has a Case. 


NEW ORLEANS (La.,) Dec. 11.— 
Great Britain is making an issue with 
the United States over the wounding 
of the purser, James H. Bane, of a 
British steamship during the levee 
riots here last spring. Gov. Foster has 
received a communication from Secre- 
tary of State Olney asking for a report 
of the levee disturbances, and what 
steps have been taken toward bringing 
the offenders to trial. It is said that, 
owing to the political combinations, 
neither the men who wounded the Eng- 

purser or killed the negroes will be 
punished. 


The Clyde Strike Ended. 


GLASGOW, Dec. 11—The great ship- 
building strike has been settled. The 
masters agreed to grant the Clyde men 
a shilling a weck advance immediately, 
and another shilling in February. The 
strike has also been settled in Belfast, 
where the men will get a shilling ad- 
vance in February. The settlement 
was undoubtedly brought about by the 
fact that both the Clyde end other ship- 
building firms were in danger of losing 
important contracts to build foreign 
war ships, the orders for which. have 
already been transferred to German 
concerns 


HERR BEBEL TALES. 


He Explains and Defends the rei- 
tion of the Socialists. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

LONDON, Dec. 11.—The Times’ Berlin 
correspondent telegraphs that Herr Be- 
bel spoke in the Re‘chstag for two hours 
today. He began by remarking that 
when the tameness of the speech of the 
throne was compared with the Emper- 
or's speech on the same day at Bres- 
lau, it was easy to understand wiry 
Chancellor von Hohenlohe had been 
deputized to read the former by proxy. 
He reminded the house that many well- 
known Socialists, including Herr Ml- 
quel, in the wild days of his political 
youth, had fought and suffered for the 
cause of German unity at a time when 
its chief opponents were Hohenzollerns 
and Prussian junkers. 

The attitude of the Soclialists toward 
the Sedan celebrations was governed 
by the conviction that never was a 
more fatal mistake committed than the 
annexation of the Reichsland, which 
had made Russia the chief arbiter of 
the destinies of Europe. The Socialists 
had never claimed to be angels, and 
they could not be expected to forget 
the manner in which they had been 
treated during the reign of the first 
WII m. “Even the Conservatives would 
have despised us,“ continued Herr Be- 
bel, “had we suffered the insult of be- 
ing described as a rabble unworthy of 
the name of Germans. But what has 
been the reply to our quiet protests? 
Why, prosecutions and imprisonments 
without end for lese majeste.“ 

The speaker then continued to de- 
nounce the constant appeals to the 
army against the Socialists as the best 
possible encouragement to Germany's 
enemies abroad. 

“When you come to spend your last 
man and last penny in defense of unity 
you will find us standing shoulder to 
shoulder with you, not for love of you, 
but for love of ourselves. The real 
revolutionists are those who are al- 
ways arguing the adoption of violent 
measures against the Socialists.” 

Pointing toward Baron von Stummel, 
Herr Bebel exclaimed: “It is such men 
that hanker after barricades, and not 
we.“

clared the government policy was the 
most powerful weapon of the Soctalist

SAFEGUARDING ART. 


A Proposition to Establish a Com- 
mission of Connoisseurs. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 


CHICAGO, Dec. 11.—August St. Gau- 
dens and other great American artists 
proposed to have established a cor 
mission of connoisseurs to see that 
quacks do hot palm off paintings or 
marble in the name of art. It is pro- 
posed that this commission shall have 
the functions of a similar art . jury 
which is the arbiter of things artistic 
in French public affairs. The inspira- 
tion of the proposed commission has 
been the circumstance that the govern- 
ment has been more than occasionally 
duped in the matter of architecture for 
public buildings and in accepting works 
of alleged art and sculpture. 


A law will be asked of Congress mak- 


ing it obligatory that all plans for pub- 
lic buildings, as well as works of art, 
be submitted to the commission to de- 
cide on the merits of the plans or of 
the work of art, as the case may be. 
Circular letters are being sent out from 
Washington stating that a public 
league of the United States is being or- 
ganized for the purpose of pettition- 
ing Congress and otherwise influencing 
the members of that body to create the 
commission of John Maynard Harlan of 
this city received one of the circular 
letters with the request that he secure 
the signature of several Chicago men 
interested in promoting and preserving 
art. These letters are being sent out 
all over the country. The outcome of 
the creation of the commission is ex- 
pected to be a vast improvement in 


American art.

The two men, despite the disparity 
in their ages—Carroll being 51 and 
Herman about 26—have been on terms 
of intimate friendship, going on hunt- 
ing trips together and being much in 
each other’s society. 

Last week Herman took a job at 
“tuck-pointing” at Maier & Zobelein’se 
hew brewery for $15. He took his 
ropes and tackle to the place, but be- 
fore beginning work he decided that 
he had taken the contract too cheaply. 
He was then offered $20 to complete 
the job, but he declined ad removed 
his tackle. Next day, however, he de- 
cided to the offer, and in- 
duced Carroll to “go halves” with him 
on the job. 

The two men worked together har- 
moniously, apparently, until yesterday 
evening. After quitting work 
stopped a while on First street, where 
they conversed with other workmen on 
a street corner. While thus engaged, 
some one told Herman that Carroll 
had said he (Herman) did not under- 
stand tuck-pointing—that is, putting 
seams of mortar in masonry 80 as to 
make a neat surface. This made Her- 
man angry, and he told Carroll that, 
if he had said that, he did not want 
him any longer for a partner. He did 
not want him to return to work if he 
went around talking about him like 
that. The men parted, and those who 
had heard the quarrel thought nothing 
serious of it. 

Later in the evening Herman and 
Carroll met in the saloon at No. 1900 
South Main street, and the quarrel was 
renewed, but not in violent manner. 
Both men had been dfinking, but no one 
anticipated a fight. /Carroll was shak- 
ing dice at the bar with Tim O' Donne 
a teamster, when Hé¢rman came up an 
upbraided Carroll n for saying he

THE IMPORTATION OF SHODDY. 


During the four years in which the 
McKinley tariff. was in operation, only 
1,352,421 pounds of foreign shoddy 
were imported. During the first year, 
under the present tariff, no less than 
17,666,563 pounds of this “cheap and 
nasty” foreign product were imported, 
to take the place of wool in our woolen 
manufactures. This vast increase was 
due t the reductions of duty on 
shoddy, waste, rags, etc., made by the 
Gorman-Wilson law. 

It has been the constant boast of 
free-trade advocates that the placing 
of wool on the free list would not only 
cheapen the price but improve the 
quality of woolen fabrics manufactured 
in this country. The incalculable bene- 
fits of “better and cheaper clothing” 
for the American people were ex- 
patiated upon in alluring phraseology, 
and some of the free-trade theorists no 
doubt persuaded themselves that their 
theory as applied to this industry was 
correct. But a diametrically opposite 
result has been brought about through 
the operation of the existing law. 
While the actual prices of woolen fab- 
rics have not been lowered to any 
marked extent, the quality of such fab- 
rics has suffered great deterioration be- 
cause of the extensive inter-mixture of 
foreign shoddy. 

The clothing of the American people 


has indeed been “cheapened” in one 
sense; but it is not the kind of cheap- 
ness that benefits the consumer. On 
the contrary, the consumer is a direct 
loser. The actual loss to the American 
people in this regard is incomputable. 
Not the least portion of this loss is 
that which falls upon the farmers, 
whose flocks have been destroyed by 
reason of the vast importations of 
cheap foreign wools and shoddies. Is 
it to be wondered at that the theories 
and practices of the party of shoddy 
and free trade have been emphatically 
repudiated by the people at the ballot- 
box? 


STATUS OF THE HARBOR QUESTION.

ommendation as he may deem advisa- 
ble with reference thereto.” 


‘The resolution was unanimously 


attained. The expenditure will te 
something less than $400,000. Senator 
White, during the months that have 
intervened since the adjournment of 
the Fifty-third Congress, has consulted 
with most of the shippers who were 
interested materially at San Pedro, and 
has gone over the matter as thoroughly 
as possible. He is determined that, 
while he will not give up the outer- 
harbor project, the inner harbor shall 
be improved in any event. He is of the 
opinion that if the depth of water 
promised can be obtained, nearly all 


our present shipping could be easily 


accommodated and safely cared for. 

The outer-harbor project calls for in 
expenditure of some $3,000,000. Re- 
trenchment and economy are demanded 
of Congress from all quarters, ind in 
view of the embarrassed condition of 
the treasury, generous outlays are 1ot 
to be anticipated. It is doubtiul 
whether any new project involving the 
amount which it is hoped to obtain, 
ultimately, for San Pedro will pass, un- 
less it be the inner-harbor project, of 
the success of which Senator White is 
personally convinced. 

Whether Huntington will oppose this 
proposition remains to be seen, ut it 
is not probable that his opposition will 
interfere with its success. There is no 
ground for apprehension as to the 
Santa Monica programme. In no event 
can it succeed, Senator Perkins is in 
accord with Senator White in this mat- 
ter. The battle must first be made be- 
fore the House Committee on Rivers 
and Harbors. Senators White and Per- 
kins will be on hand there to aid Con- 
gressman McLachlan, and if it is 
within the range of possibility to force 
the outer harbor through they may 
be depended upon to do it. But it 
would not be wise for them to place 
themselves in a position to lose the 
inner harbor and the outer one too. 
There is every reason to believe, at all 
events, that the San Pedro Harbor in- 
terests will be loyally and ably looked 
after by Messrs. White, Perkins and 
McLachjan. 

The harbor question is now fairly cn 
in Congress, and the movement in Los 
Angeles for the creation of a free-har- 
bor league to work in the interest of 
San Pedro is most timely.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 
Climatic Influences Existent During 


the Past Week. 


The weather-crop bulletin of South 
ern California for the week ending 
Monday, December 9, as compiled by 
Observer George E. Franklin, reports: 

The weather was unseasonably warm 
during the past week, and at the close 
very warm. Dry northerly winds pre- 
vailed; which were detrimental to the 
early-sown grain, but were very bene- 
ficial to the ripening orange crop, which 
is putting on color fast. While the 
temperature was generally in excess of 
the normal, yet in some exposed local- 
ities very light frost formed the early 
part of the week, which, however, did 
no damage, as very delicate ‘flowers 
have continued to bloom. Farm o 
tions for the winter are at a setand-still, 
owing to the lack of rain, which at the 
present writing is very much behind 
the seasonal average. The weekly re- 
ports will be few and limited in infor- 
mation until good, soaking rains fall, 
so that farmers may have something 
to talk about. 

San Luis Obispo county—Musick: The 
week has been generally mild; pasture 
continués to grow. There were one or 
two light frosts. . 

Ventura county — Bardsdale: The 
weather was clear, cool and windy; all 
indications of rain are gone. The citrus 
fruit promises well. 

‘Los Angeles county—Los ‘Angeles 
city: The weather was unseasonably 
warm during the past week, with a 
sprinkle of rain on the morning. of the 
8th. The mean temperature was 5 deg. 
in excess of the weekly average, and 
the, rainfall, .93 of an inch deficient. 
The highest temperature was &2 deg.; 
lowest, 42 deg. La Canada: Navel or- 
ange-picking began the first of the 
week; the fruit is large in seize and 
highly colored. Verdugo: Warm days 
and cool nights prevailed. Farming ope- 
rations for the winter have scarcely be- 
gun yet. Oranges are ripening slowly 
in this locality; the crop will not be 
much in excess of last season’s. Pasa- 
dena: Very dry and abnormally warm 
weather prevailed, with brisk northerly 
winds, which were rather detrimental 
to early-sown grain, but were extremely 
favorable to the rapid ripening of or- 
anges. Rain is much needed. Pcmona: 
The weather was clear. There were 
very light frosts a few mornings in ex- 
posed belts, but roses, pinks, calla lilies 
and other flowers continue to bloom. 
Some. oranges have been shipped, but 
they are not yet ripe enough to tempt 
local consumers to eat them. 

Orange county—Capistrano: The high- 
est temperature during the past week 
was 66 deg.; lowest, 46 deg. 

Santa Barbara county—Goletd: The 
weather has been. very clear, excepting 
one foggy morning, with no indications 
of rain; it is just as well if no rain falis 
before Christmas.

SUCCESSFUL RECEIVERSHIP.

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ALLEGED WAIL L THIEF 


IN THE TOILS. 


A. K. Dragoo, Who Admitted Having 
Attempted to Extort Money from 
Persons at Auen. in Identified 
as the One Who Stole a Man 
Pouch. 


An Associated Press dispatch printed 
in The Times a few days ago related 
that a young man had been arrested 
for stealing a mail pouch near Oak- 
land. Postoffice Inspector Flint bas re- 
ceived a letter inclosing two photo- 
graphs of the man, and asKing if he be 
the one who was connected with a 
blackmailing scheme in this city last 
September. 

The letter further says that at the 
time of the arrest he gave his name as 
Edward Smith. It has since been found, 
however, that he was arrested in Oak- 
land October 1, under the name ef A. E. 
Dragoo. He was at that time charged 
with insanity, but was released a few 
days later. 

At the time of his arrest there was 
found in his possession some newspaper 
clippings, among which was one from a 
Los Angeles paper of September 23. 
This clipping contained a story about a 
man named A. E. Dragoo, and his con- 
fession of having engaged in a black- 
mailing scheme, which confession was 
reported to have been made by him to 
Deputy District Attorney James. 

The photographs were.shown to Mr. 
James yesterday, and he identified them 
as the likenesses of the man who had 
made to him the confession in ques- 
tion. The confession made last Sep- 
tember was, in substance, as follows: 

“August 4 last I went to work for 
Charles Meeker, a contractor, on a 
house at Spadra he was building for a 
Mrs. M. E. Stevens, Jacob Kuhn being 
her agent. Roy Carpenter was a fore- 
man on the work. I labored four weeks. 
Carpenter and I became very intimate. 
He told me that he thought we could 
make some money out of Kuhn and the 
woman, Mrs. Stevens, as he did not 
think everything was straight with 
them. The thiag to do, he said, was 
for me to get a job as a cook in their 
house, as they were living together. 
Then I could find out whether or not 
anything was wrong and get positive 
proof of it if it existed. Then we could 
— anything we wanted and get 

“IT agreed to the proposition and on 
September 3, in the presence of Car- 
penter here in Los Angeles, Kuhn hired 
me as cook, which is my trade, and I 
went to Spadra and commenced work for 
him and Mrs. Stevens. I spied on him 
and found what I considered positive 
proof in a few days.Then on September 
6. while Mrs. Stevens was sitting on the 
front porch, I went to her and related 
what I knew of the actions of herself 
and Kuhn. Then I demanded money 
to keep quiet. She got very mad and 
threatened to kill me. Later they (Kuhn 
and Mrs. Stevens) offered to give me a 
life job, etc., to keep quiet, but I told 
them I wanted money. I staid at the 
house after that until September 20 and 
then quit. I was afraid

thought I would give him away first, 
and maybe it would not go so hard 
with me.’

TO SHIP OIL BY SEA. 


California Oil and Transportation 
Company Formed. 

The California Oil and Transportation 
Company is in a fair way to be born. 

W. F. Botsford, J. Phelps, Carl Laux, 
F. W. Flint and M. W. Turner were in 
close consultation at the Oil Pxchange 
yesterday, and their deliberations crys- 
talized into an informal agreement, 
which will probably develop into a sure- 
enough corporation. The five men 
agreed to submit their plans to an at- 
torney, and, if no legal difficulty pre- 
vents, to have incorporation papers 
drawn, and sign them as the five organ- 
izers required by law. 

The details of the plan as decided 
upon yesterday are to purchase from 
Charles Nelson of San Francisco the 
lumber barge, Enoch Talbot, and, with 
that boat as a nucleus, organize a line 
of oil steamers for coast transportation 
as rapidly as the business justifies it. 
It will require about $12,009 to put the 
boat in shape to carry oil. Her capa- 
city, with proper appliances, would be 
about 15,000 barrels of oil, but the bar 
of the harbor at San Pedro, from which 
the boat would go, is so high that only 
about 10,000 barrels of oil could be car- 
ay over it in the Enoch Talbot at pres- 
en 

It is the intention to build a 12,000- 
barrel tank at the San Pedro wharf for 
the storage of oil until it can be loaded 
on the barge. 

It has not been definitely decided 
what. the amount of the company’s cap- 
ital stock shall be, but about 325,000 will 
be paid in for preliminary work. The 
name California Oil and Transportation 
Company indicates that the purposes 
of the company are to deal tn oil as well 
as to transport it. The objective point 
at first will be San Francisco. The ves- 
gel will be sailed, except when it is de- 
sired to make a quick trip, when she 
will be towed. The company has no 
business connection with the Oil Ex- 
change, though some of the members of 
the exchange are interested in it. It is 
promised that the boat will s‘art north 
with her first load within three weeks.

The Council yesterday approved the 
report of the Street Superintendent in 
his acceptance of the sewer work in dis- 
trict No, 3, and confirmed the Warrant 
of assessment and diagram.

CITY COUNCIL. 


—— Contractors Deny the 
Charges Made Against Them. 


The City Council met in special ses- 
sion yesterday morning, all the mem- 
bers of the Council being present.

K Lively Battle Over the @durore’ 
Mileage. 

Yesterday was an exciting day, both 
for the term-trial jurors and for the 
Supervisors, for a brisk contest took 
place over the disputed mileage ques- 
tion, which remains just about in statu 
quo. 


In the morning. Judge Shaw ad- 

dressed the term- trial jurors of Depart- 
, ment Five as follows: 

“I wish to call the attention of the 
jurymen to a matter concerning their 
bills for the last month. It has always 
been the instructions of the court, in 
making out the jurors’ bills, not to al- 
low mileage to a juror, when be has at- 
tended several days in succession, in 
going and returning during those days: 
but when he has been excised for more 
than one day at a time and has re- 
turned, to allow him mileage for his 
return. The bills for last month were 
made out in accordance with those in- 
structions, as usual. It has come to 
my knowledge that after they were 
sworn to by each juror and filed with 
the clerk of the Board of Supervisors, 
the Supervisors caused the bills to be 
changed, so that your bills as now on 
file, I understand, do not claim any- 
thing for mileage, except one trip. I 
am not sure that they claim even that, 
but they don’t claim mileage for more 
than one trip during the last month. 
The charge for mileage has been 
stricken from the bills by an erasure 
made, as I am informed, without your 
authority and under the directions of 
the Board of Supervisors. 

Under the law, a person who has any 
claim against the county is required to 
file a bill, duly. itemized and properly 
verified.

not fully understand what, they were 
doing when that action was taken: but 
I want to call your attention to it. be- 
cause it leaves you in a position where, 
if fou want to exercise any rights con- 
cerning this mileage, you would be in 
somewhat of a predicament, unless you 
ses that those bills are corrected. And 
I. will state to you that I think it is en- 
tirély proper that each of you go to the

The jurors promptly 
Honor’s advice, and, headed by Juror 
H. Schwannecke, marched down to the 
Supervisors’ room to see about it. 

Mr. hwannecke was the spokes- 
man, and briefly epitomized Judge 
Shaw’s instructions about the. mileage 
winding up with a request :

Supervisor Hanley’ grew several 


shades redder in the face. and an- 
swered testily that the demands had 
been partly allowed at the request of 
fifteeh or twenty of the jurors them- 
selves, who wished to be paid their per 
diam, and to let the mileage question 
stand until the conclusion of the test 
case soon to be brought by H. E. 
Storrs, foreman of the grand jury. 

Ir. Schwannecke retorted that the 
partial allowance of the claim was all 
right, but that no erasures or changes 
should have been made by the Super- 
visors without the consent of the 
jurérs, as it would imperil their case 
in court by the imputation that the 
full demand had not been made. 


the side of the honorable board was the 
blunt statement by Judge Shaw that 
to mutilate a sworn and certified claim 
was a felony. 

The District Attorney was sent for, 
and the question appealed to him. He 
Was somewhat surprised to hear that

actual erasures had been made in the 
certified claims, without the knowledge 
or consent of the jurors, and promptly 
stated that the Supervisors had en 
right to do such a thing. and shoul 
restore the claims to their original con- 
dition, especially as no record of the 
erasures had been made upon the min- 
utes of the Supervisors. 

After an excited discussion, the mat- 
ter was taken under advisement, and 
the jurors departed. ; 

At noon a meeting of all the term 
trial jurors of the Superior Court was 
held. W. R. Steele was chairman, G. 
C. Wallace secretary, and C. L. Northt- 
craft chairman of the committee ap- 
pointed to wage war with the Super- 
visors. 


There is a general feeling that a suit 
should be brought by one of the term 
trial jurors, to cover all the questions 
at issue. especially that of mileage for 
successive days. It has. been the cus- 
tom of the court to allow mileage dur- 
ing the term only when one or mote 
days intervened between the journeys, 
but the statute says that a juror is en- 
titled to 15 cents per mile, in going 
only, for each mile actually traveled in 
attendance upon the court as juror. 
Should this point be established, and 
the rule for successive days set aside, 


it would be a tall feather in the cap of 
the jury. 


DIVORCE CASE. 
Mrs. Orr is not Out After u- 
mony. 

Developments yesterday in the Orr 
divorce case seemed to lean decidedly 
in the direction of the plaintiff, who 
seems to be establishing a strong case, 
in spite of the determined opposition 
of the man who disowns her and de- 
nies the marriage. 

Mrs. Orr is putting in no claim for 
alimony, costs or counsel fees, but is 
suing simply to establish her legal 
Status in the eyes of the world. At 
present she is neither maid, wife nor 
widow, and she wishes to fully estab- 
lish her marriage and obtain a legal 
divorce, with the restoration of her 
maiden name, Hattie E. Holborn. 


Many letters were introduced in 
testimony. Those read on Tuesday 
were 


letters from Orr to his “little 
wife,” as he fondly called her, and 
yesterday a number of loving letters 
from Mrs. Orr were read. These were 
introduced by the defende, but the 
truthful, womanly, affectionate tone 
of them created a most favorable im- 
pression for the plaintiff. 

The defendant himself was placed 
on the stand yesterday afternoon, and 
told a rather peculiar story. He ac- 
knowledged having written the letters 
to the plaintiff, addressing her as his 
wife, but only as a term of endear- 
ment. 

Le Compte Davis, the attorney fer 
Mrs. Orr, ventured to question the 
propriety of using such a name if it 
were not justified by fact, but was 
promptly crushed by Mr. Orr, who re- 
marked that such terms were not 
commonly used in business, but that. 
if the lawyer were at all versed in 
poetry or the finer prose, he would un- 
derstand that words were not always 
to bi em At thétr literal meaning. 
Orr strenuously denied that he had 
ever married...Miss Holborn, and 
averred the belief that she was a good 
and Virtuous girl. He also denied hér 
Statement that they had stayed to- 
gether at two different hotels in this 
city, registering as man and wifé. 
He admitted having registered at the 
Natick House, on October 23, 1893, un. 
der the name of J. M. Strothers and 
wife of Ventura, but told a strange 
story in explanation of his having 
done so. 

He declared that the plaintiff had per- 
suaded him to register these names in 
behalf of her friend, Mrs. Alma Brin- 
dupkey Finch, whose husband, then àa 


was to join her in Los Angeles under 
an assumed name. In order to conceal 
Finch from the officers who were 
searching for him, Orr stated that he 
registered the names of J. M. Strothers 
and wife, of Ventura, at the Natick 
House, and delivered the key of the 
room to Miss Holborn, to give to Mrs. 
Finch. 

In explanation of the second regjstra- 
tlon, made at the Jackson Hotel, on 
April 28, in the name of J. H. Macy 
and wife of Santa Monica, Orr practi- 
cally repeated his former story, saying 
that Finch and his wife had been in 
Mexico, and had returned, and that the 
rooms were taken in the same way, at 
the request of Miss Holborn. 

In answer to this a stipulation was 
fled, stating that Mrs. Finch, now Mrs. 
Boarman of Eldorado county, would 
testify, if she were here, that she never 
requested or heard of these false rm gis- 
trations on account of herself and her 
husband, and that, when he came to 
Los Angeles, he joined her at once in 
her rooms at the Euclid, and lived there 
with her for several weeks. 

Mr. Orr put himself in rather an em- 
barrassing position by his testimony, 
as the point was immediately made by 
the prosecution that he had rendered 
himself liable to be picked up by the 
government for assisting a desercer to 
escape. | 

The witness next in importance for 
the defense was a woman named Ger- 
tie Hay, who is professionally known 
as Mme. du Barry, a dealer in cosmét- 
ics. She stated that the plain:iff told 
her last April that she was engaged to 
Orr, and that she never claimed to be 
his wife until induced to do so by a 
young man who was jealous of Ortes 
attentions to his best girl. In answer 
to a question, the witness frankly 
owned that she was angry with Mrs, 
Or’, and would injure here in any Way 
that she legally could. She also stated 
that Mrs. Orr had afterward owned to 
having been married by contract, but 
had said nothing about the secret wed- 
ding at Pasadena. 

The case will be resumed today. 


JOHN SMITH, BOY BURGLAR. 


He Said He Was Galilty. but Did not 
Do It. 

An honest- looking boy of 18, who an- 
swered to the uncommon name of John 
Smith, yesterday pleaded guilty before 
Judge Clark to the information flied a 
few minutes before by the District Aci 
torney, charging him with burglary.

EL HAMMOND’S BONDSMEN 


OFFER OF A COMPROMISE 
PRACTICALLY REJECTED. 


WAS

Supervisors Think it Their Daty to 
Demand the Full Interest to 
Date—District Attorney Advises 
Acceptance of the Offer. 


The citadel of the Supervisors was 
stormed yesterday by a delegation of 
the bondsmen of the de aulting ex-Audi- 
tor. El Hammond, in the attempt to 
effect. a settlement of their Hablllties 
by paying down $18,559.90 spot cash, a 
sum which would practically amount to 
the face value and interest to date at 
4% per cent. up to January, 13%. 

In support of this offer, J. 8. Chap- 
man, Esq., who acts as the legal ed- 
viser of the bondsmen, Mr. .Bosbyshell 
and ex-City Assessor Hinton, all urged 
the delays forced upon the bondsmen 
through no fault of their own, and pre- 
sented the following petition: 8 

“LOS ANGELES (Cal. ) Dec. 6, 1895. 

To the Honorable Board of Supervi- 
sore of Los Angeles county—Gentlemen: 
We are informed that the remaining 
sclvent bondemen are about 
to pay to the county the face amount 
of the judgment rendered in the case 
of tae El Hammond defalecation, 518. - 
559.90. We, as taxpayers, deem this a 
liberal and just settlement, and recom- 
mend its acceptance.” 

Tuts petition was signed by 110 of the 

most prominent bankers, attorneys and 
business men in Los Angeles, including 
many well-known firms and corpora- 
tions. 

The gentlemen who ‘acted as spokes- 
men for the bondsmen, said that the 
petition had not been presented to a 
single man who had refus€d to gign it, 
and that the general feeling was in 
their favor. There had been many vex- 
atious delays, and the Interest had 
rolled up beyond all reason. The bonds- 
men now offered the county the full 
amount of the bond, and a rate of in- 
terest such as is paid by the county it- 
self. 

Supervisor Francisco replied that, as 
individuals, any one of the board would 
be glad to accept the offer, but as the 
trustees of the county. It was their 
duty to demand that the judgment of 
the Supreme Court be satisfied, and 
interest paid up to date at the full rate 
of 7 per cent. 

Ine matter had previously been te- 
ferred to Dist.-Atty. Donnell, who gave 
the following written reply: 

LS ANGLLES (Cal.,) Dec.-11, 1895. 

To the Honorable Board of Super- 
visors of Los Angeles County, Califor- 
nia—Gentlemen: Yesterday I received 
from the chairman of your board the 
following communication: 

“J. A. Donnell, Distriet Attorney— 
Dear Sir: It being the opinion of the 
Board of Supervisors that the judg- 
ment rendered by the Supreme Court 
of the State cf California in favor of 
Los Angeles county against the bonds- 
men of El Hammond, the defaulting 
Tax Collector of Los Angeles county, 
is good and collectible, what would be 
the Hahility of the Board of Supervis- 
ors should they agree to any compro- 
mise that would deprive the county of 
any portion of said judgment. iz. the 
principal, costs of action and interest 
to date of satisfaction? and what is 
their duty from a legal standpolint?

It will be observed that the inquiry 
in the above is based upon the as- 
sumption that the judgment is “good 
and collectible.” If this aesumption is 
true, the debt is just and honest, and 
ought to be, and will be, paid by the 
bondemen. without and without 
expense to the county: and no reason- 
able excuse can be given for not pay- 
ing the same, then, in my opinion, you 
would not be justified in “agreeing to 
any compromise that woul deprive 
the county of a portion of said debt.“ 

If, on the other hand, the original 
defalcation, for which the bondsmen 
are liable, was only $13,000, that the 
judgment rendered was for $18,559.87, 
and the interest and cost& since ac- 
crued have swelled the aggregate to 
321.000 or thereabouts; that some of 
the bondsmen are insolvent, or prac- 
tically so; that those who are solvent 
propose and will pay the full. amount 
of the face of the judgment at the 
time of its rendition, to-wit. $18,559.87, 
provided the judgment is assigned to 
one of the number, that they may en- 
force their rights against their co- 
sureties, who have paid no part of said 
sum“; that this payment will be in 
cash, and without expense or delay, 
and that, unless accepted, the proba- 
bilities are that the collection will be 
attended with vexatious delays, and 
necessarily some expense, and at last 
no greater sum realized than that now 
offered by the solvent bondsmen for 
the assignment of the judgment, then 
I would, without hesitation, advise 
you. in the interest of the taxpayers 
of the county, and as a matter of sim- 
ple justice, as well, to accept the sum 
proffered and assign the judgment.

Attorney, the Supervisors, after talk- 
ing over the matter for séveral hours, 

came to the decision that to accept the 
offer would be to fail in their duty to 
the county, and. when the matter 
comes up again it will be formally re- 
fused, unless something happens in 
the meantime to change the minds of 
the county fathers, whose gray hairs 
are being brought down in sorrow to 
the grave by these accumulated per- 
plexities and discomforts.

The Bitter Water War Has 
Carried te the United States

City OMectala Alleged to Have Con- 
nived With C. K. Mayne in a 
Decp-laid Scheme. 


A Long and Wordy Complaint Tell- 
ing Spicy Stories,Giving Amounts 
and Namesn—This Will Carry 
the War Inte Africa. 


An important action was begun in 
the United States Circuit Court tn this 
city at 4:49 p.m. yesterday, which in- 
volves a question of millions of dol- 
lars worth of property, and, accord- 
ing to the complaint filed, lays bare a 
story of the shameful corruption of 
municipal officials in the city of San 
Diego. Ar the principal counsel for 
the plaintiff in the case is ex-Supreme 
Court Justice John D. Works, the all 
: tlons set forth as the alleged brib- 
ery end debauchery of the Son Diego 
Council Is of stertling significance. The 
complainant is the Consolidated Water 
Company, which controls the San 
Diego Flume and the San Diego Water 
companies, now supplying that city 


with water. The defendants are E. 8. 
Babcock, the Southern California | 
Mountain Water Company, the City of 


San Diego, the Common Council, Nat 


R. Titus, City Auditor and T. J. Dowell, 
City Treasurer. The complainant asks 
that San Diego be enjoined from con- 
tracting with the Southern California 
Mountain Water Company for a water 
supply, and distributing system to cost 
$1,575,000, giving reasons _ therefor, 
which, if sustained in court, will cause 
a municipal upheaval at the Silver Gate 
suth has never been experienced there 
before. According to the complaint, it 
is alleged that E. 8. Babcock, acting 
for himself, and the Mt. Tecarte Land 
and Water Company, which was suc- 
ceeded by the Southern California 
Mountain Water Company, entered into 
a contract whereby he employed 
C. E. Mayne to influence members of 
the Common Council by bribery and 
other corrupt means to support the Te- 
carte proposition to furnish San Diego 
a water system for about $1,500,009, 
Mayne to receive $250 monthly while 
employed, and $1000 cash if the Coun- 
cil approved the proposition, and $5000 
if the proposition was approved by the 
people, $15,000 in city bonds to be al- 
lowed Mayne in influencing the Coun- 
cilmen was conditioned upon the bonds 
being voted to buy water from the Te- 


carte company, and whatever cash

It is stated that on June 19, 1895. 
Mayne was indicted by the grand jury 
for attempting to bribe Spears and 
Robinson, and that Babcock furnished 
Mayne money for counsel and suc- 
ceeded. in having the indictments 
quashed on technical grounds. As it 
was rumored that the Tecarte company 
had been corrupting Councilmen, Bab- 


cock and others associated with him in 


the Tecarte company, organized 
Southern California Mountain Water 
Company to carry on the Tecarte 
scheme and thus relieve it of the odium 
of Babcock’s past transactions. The 
incorporators and directors of the new 
company were: Harry L. Titus, J. 
Clyde Hizar, Anna M. Waterman, NX. 
H. Titus and Charles Pleasants. Harry 
L. Titus was, and is, Babcock's law- 
yer. J. Clyde Har and Anna NM. 
Waterman were student and clerk re- 
spectively in the office of Titus, and M, 
H. Titus is wife of Harry L. Titus. It 
is alleged that none of the incorpora- 
tors, save Harry L. Titus, were pos- 
sessed of any means; Titus was a man 
of small means, and that all the incor- 
porators acted for Babcock. 

Of the $3,500,000 capital stock, each 
incorporator took five shares, save H. 
L. Titus, who subscribed for 349,975 
shares as trustee, but the name ofthe 
person for whom he ts trustee does not 
appear. Joseph S. Bachman is chair- 
man of the joint Water Committee of 
the Council. He was an A. R. U. leader 
in the strikes of 18%. S. H. Olmsted 
is also a member of that committee, 
Dunkin continues to 
be a member of the Council. These 
men are believed to be under the pay 
and corrupt influence of Babcock, ae- 
cording to the complaint.

binding and conclusive on any corpo- 
ration so selling and distributing wa- 
ter, and therefore complainant de- 
lieves that any special contract of the 
Southern California Mountain Water 
Company to sell and distribute to the 
city of San Diego 1090 inches of water, 
or any other amount, without annual 
rental, would be in violation of law 
and of the rights of other water con- 
sumers, and therefore void. 

Such, in substance, are the main 
points of a complaint, the allegations 
in which are of vaet importance to the 
city and county of San Diego. The 
charges of bribery are now a matter 
of court record. For months The 
Times has repeatedly directed atten- 
tion to the corrupt proceedings in San 
Diego's Council, the corruption being 
so apparent that C. E. Mayne was in- 
dicted as indicated in the complaint, 
and escaped trial on a technicality. 
The answer to this complaint will Be 
awaited with interest by honest San 
Diegans. 

The complaint. which is sworn to de 
J. M. Howells before Lewis R. Works, 
a San Diego notary public, is a v ut 
inous document, comprising about 2. 
000 words. It goes into details to @ 
degrie that will prove quite painful te 
the defendants if the charges are sus- 
tained. The answer will be waited for 
with much interest.

Mayne before the grand jury. He went 
so far with a would-be witness as to 
offer him money and employment if he 
would give testimony satisfactory to 
Copeland, Mayne’s attorney, and 
went so far with others as to threa 
them with prosecution if they dtd 
testify against Bakcock.

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A SINGULAR PRACTICE. 


METHOD OF TREATING STREET- 
WIDENING ASSESSMENTS. . 


Commissioners and Clerk, in Some 

Cases, Draw Salaries in ‘Excess 
of What are Shown by Their 

a Official Reports—No Dishonesty 
Alleged. 


— — 


Numerous complaints have been 
heard from property-owners in refer- 
ence to the expense of opening and 
widening streets. One of the com- 
plainants, in a letter to The Times, 
calls attention to certain remarkable 
features of the assessment for widen- 
ing Thirtieth street, between Maple 
avenue and San Pedro street. 

Proceedings for the widening of 
Thirticth street, between the points 
named were instituted nearly a year 
ago. A. E. Meigs, D. P. Riley and 
Charles von derKuhlen were appointed 
as commissioners for the widening, 
and the proceedings were prosecuted 
in the customary form. In course of 
time, and in compliance with the law 
under which such work is done, the 
report of the commissioners was filed 
with the City. Clerk. ; 

As shown by the report, the net 
damages allowed for the taking of 
property were $1250, and the net bene- 
fits assessed against property in the 


$1796.85. expenses 
amounted to $546.85, which sum, when 
added to the net damages awarded, 


was equivalent to the net benefit as- 


The expenses, as stated in the re- 
port, included the following items: 
Commissioners’ salaries, $225; clerk’s 
salary, $100; advertising, $45; station- 
ery, $5; certificate of title, $35; en- 
gineer’s fees, $63.85; amount estimated 
to close up (recording, deeds, etc.,) $73; 
total (as above stated,) $546.85. 

The usual proceedings in the way of 
hearing on the protests against the 
confirmation of the report, and other 
things, were carried out, and later the 
salaries of the commissioners and 
clerk were drawn from the city treas- 
ury, in which the money c cted on 
the assessments had been déposited. 

Instead of the commissioners draw- 
ing Nö each and W. G. Schreiber, the 
clerk, $100, as would be expected from 
those items in the report, the commis- 
sioners drew $100 each and the clerk 
$150, making altogether an excess of 
$125 over the amount due them as 
shown by the official report formerly 
filed. | 

An examination of the records of 
the City Treasurer's office disclosed 
the fact that, instead of $1796.85 having 


been paid in on assessments, as would“ 


be required according to the report, 
there was in reality $1984.93 collected 
and deposited in the city treasury, or 
$188.08 in excess of the sum which the 
official report showed should have 
been collected. 

The case is, perhaps, slightly compli- 
cated by reason of the fact that, after 
the assessments, a house on land to be 
taken for the widening was sold for 
$450, and this sum is being returned 
pro rata to the property-owners as- 
sessed 


Another instance which nearly par- 
allels the Thirtieth-street assesement 
is found tn the salaries paid for the 
opening of Santee street into Twenty- 
third street. The commissioners were 
the same men, and Mr. Schreiber was 
also the clerk. The official report 
showed the salaries of the commission- 
ers to be $28 each, and that of the 
clerk to be $36. The City Treasurer's 
books show that the commissioners 
drew. $31.50 each and the clerk $42.58. 


The variation was only ‘$17.08, but it 


is contended that the principle is the 
same as in the Thirtieth-street case. 
The net benefits assessed, according to 
the official report, were $1114.55, the net 
damages allowed being $910, and the 
total expense charged being 3204.55. 
The City Treasurer’s books show, 
however, that, instead of $1114.55, there 
was $1123.57 collected. 

Col. W. G. Schreiber was asked yes- 
terday afternoon in reference to the 
apparent discrepancy. He explained 
that after the report of the Commis- 
‘sioners is adopted in such cases it is 
turned over to the Street Superintend- 
ent for collection.’ Usually some of the 
assessments are not paid within the 
time allowed by law and become delin- 
1 When they do a penalty is ad- 

ed. 

Under such circumstances the amcunt 
collected is in excess of the amount 
which, according to the report of the 
Commissioners, should be collected. 
When this happens, however, the Com- 
missioners and the clerk have in most 


cases to perform services in addition to 


those charged in their report. Such be- 
ing the facts it is considered that they 
are entitled to have a part of the excess 
collected paid to them as additional 
compensation. To distribute the excess 
equitably over the district would often- 
times cost as much as the sum to be 
distributed. 

In reference to the complaint that 
the Commissioners, as a rule, receive 
exorbitant salaries Col. Schreiber said 
that a great deal of time has to be de- 
voted by them to looking over the land 
to be taken, to seeing the property- 
owners, to giving hearings to those 
who feel aggrieved at the allowances 
made to or the benefits assessed 
against them and to the consideration 
of how to divide the assessment equit- 
ably over the district. 

Regarding the work which he as 
clerk has to do in any particular 
widening proceedings Col. Schreiber said 
in substance: “When the proceedings 
have been carried on to the point of 
the City Council adopting the ordinance 
appointing the Commissioners a map 
of the assessment district is prepared 
by the City Engineer. This map ts 
turned over to me as clerk and my 
first duty is to make three complete 
tracings of it. 

One of these tracings is for the City 
Clerk, another for ‘the Street Superin- 
tendent and another for filing in the 
County Recorder’s office. I have to pre- 
pare a description of each separate 
piece of property to be assessed, this 

escription being by metes and bounds, 
and each piece being given an arbitrary 
serial number. Of this description three 
copies have to be made, one for the 


Commissioners. one for the City Clerk 


and one for the Street Superintendent. 

Besides these duties I have to make. 
deeds for the land to be taken, keep 
account of the deposits in and the war- 
rants drawn on fund for the widening. 
and draw warrants for the land to. be 
taken. I also have, under general di- 
rection of the Commissioners, to @’- 
portion the benefits on the several 


pieces of property in the district as] righ 


equitably as possible. If the City 

Council so orders, then I have to make 

an amended assessment under direction 
of the Commissioners. 

II have to take chances, in gach case, 
of getting no compensation for my work. 

e proceedings for the widening on 
Broadway between Ninth and Tenth 
streets, which were taken about a year 
ago, were declared illegal and neither 
myself nor the Commissioners received 
any compensation for our services. 
ach Commissioner has to give a 
bond with two sureties in the sum of 
$5000 each. There have. been several in- 
stances where men who have been ap- 
pointed have declined to serve as Com- 
missioners because of the annoyance in 
furnishing bonds and in leaving their 
business the necessary number of times 
to perform the duties required of Com- 
missioners. 

“Inquiry has been made as to why 
it was that the city should furnish a 
room for the Commissioners. The law 
requires that quarters shall be fur- 
nished by the city. It has also been 
asked why: the Board of Public Works 
does on constitute the Board of Com- 


guilty?” 


missioners for each widening, as pre- 
scribed by the law. In explanation it 
may be said that strictly speaking the 
city hes no Board of Public Works. 
There % an official body known by that 
name, it is true, but it is only a com- 
mittee of the Citv Council and is not 
the Board of Public Works referred to 
in the law.“ 

The section of the act providing for 
the distribution of the money collected 
says that if for any cause, there 
should be at any time a surplus, the 
City Council may appropriate the same 
and declare a dividend pro ‘ata to the 
parties paying the same, and they, upon 
demand, shal! have the right to have 
the amount of such pro rata dividends 
refunded to them, or credited upon any 
subsequent assessment for taxes made 
against said parties in favor vf said 
city.”’ 

As examples of the expenses charged 
for street opening and widening cases 
the following may be given: 

Opening Darwin avenue into Douil- 
lard street; commissioners’ salaries, 
$150; clerk, $75; other expenses, $91.40. 

Opening Tenth street from Los Ange- 
les street to the Hammel & Denker 
tract; Commissioners, $120; clerk, $45; 
other expenses, $129. 

Opening Fifteenth street from Peru to 
the west line of the Walnut Grove 
tract: Commissioners, $106; ‘clerk, $40; 
other expenses, $91.40. 

Opening and widening Georgia Bell 
street, near Twelfth street: Commis- 
oer ‘$150; clerk, $50; other expenses, 


Opening Byram street into Kleventh 
street: Commissioners, $120; clerk, $35; 
other expenses, $77.30. 

Opening Twelfth street into Alvarado 
street: Commissioners, $150; clerk, $50; 
other expenses, $115.50. 

The expenses outside of commission- 
ers’ and clerks’ salaries usually include 
engineer’s fees, which go to the city, 
also obstracts of title, which latter cost 
a good deal. 

It has been suggested that it would be 
a desirable improvement on the pres- 
ent method if the commissioners, when 
there is an after surplus to be divided, 
were required to report to the City 
Council what is done with the surplus. 
Although, as far as known, no dishon- 
esty is charged against the commis- 
sioners or the clerk who added to their 
salaries portions of the excesses re- 
ceived, yet the action taken is regarded 
as liable to place them in an unfavor- 
able light. . 

It is expected some action will be 
taken in the near-future to require that 
reports be made to the City Council, or 
other proper body, in such cases. Crit- 
icism is also heard against the present 
system of making reports of charges 
for commissioners’ salaries. The re- 
ports, it is contended, should show in 
detail, as far as possible, the services 
verformed by each commissioner. 

Proceedings for widening streets 
should not be confounded with proceed- 
ings for changes of grade, where cer- 
tain city officials act as commissioners.

As to the "Drug-store Saloons.’ 

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 10.—(To the Ed- 
itor of The Times:) There are no more 
honorable business men, as a class, 
than druggists, and none so thoroughly 
entitled to “a good, round profit,” con- 
sidering the years of time, study and 
experience required to be fully quali- 
fied, the many hours and close atten- 
tion given to the business, and the 
great responsibility (greafer than in al- 
most any other line) which they have 
to assume, and yet they are made the 
target for almost every liquor dealer, 
grocery house, bazaar, department 
store, etc., until, in many instances, no 


better living can be made in the busi- 
ness than in an ordinary peanut stand 


or tamale turnout. Not only have they 


“foes without,” but sometimes “foes 
within,” and often these latter are the 
worst of all— holler than thou“ indi- 
viduals, who, while hypocritically cry- 
ing out against extortionists, are using 
every means to “feather their own 
nests” and “down” their competitors. 

In regard to the improper or exces- 
sive sale of liquors by druggists, which 
matter is now being agitated, I do not 
believe that there are a half-dozen 
drug stores in this city that are run as 
“drug-store saloons.“ No doubt, though, 
some of the larger stores are doing 
comparatively a wholesale liquor 
trade,“ and without paying any license, 
except government and county. I do 
not blame the liquor dealers for ‘“‘kick- 


ing” against this, and such druggists 


should pay an additional amount. But 
to require a “saloon license” of $50 a 
month from every druggist who sells 
liquor, is a rank injustice. Some of the 
smaller stores would barely sell 
enough to pay the license, and yet they 
would have to keep and sell liquors the 
same as they would have to keep and 
sell. other medicines, or else be consid- 
ered “back numbers,” and lose patron- 
age. With such a license requirement, 
the one who did not possess it could 
not sell alcohol or any liquor, even in 
the smallest quantity, for a sudden 
emergency, without a physician's pre- 
scription, which might be very difficult 
to obtain just at the time, and even if 
readily procurable would be an addi- 
tional expense, an unnecessary hard- 
ship to many poor people. The large 
stores could easily pay such a license, 
and, no doubt, they would be glad to do 
so, if by such a prohibitive measure 
they could crowd out the smaller stores, 
which in some instances would be the 
result. There should be justice and dis- 
criminationin the matter for the good of 
all. The large drug firms who sell so 
much liquor and who have directly or 
indirectly precipitated this matter, 
should, if possible, be made to pay pro- 
portionately more and not be subjected 
merely to an enactment which would 
fatten them and starve their SN

The plan suggested at that 
time was that the City Council con- 
struct plain quarters at Elysian Park, 
where impecunious people could be fur- 
nished food and lodging and required 
to work a certain mag’ of time for 
each meal, or for each night's lodging. 
Such an institution might at least be 
made self-supporting. The amount of 


work required in payment for each 


meal, or each night’s lodging should 
not be so great as to leave the recipi- 
ent no time in which to look for steady 
work if he desired it. Honest indi- 
gents would be made self-respecting in 
having a chance to earn their food and 
shelter, and professional dead beats, 
whose principles will not permit them 
to wo woukl seek other pastures. 
All citizens should be requested to ab- 
solutely refuse to give food, clothing 
or money to applicants who infest their 
back doors, or stop them on the streets, 
and they should support the police in 
— 1 all such people to the proposed

arracks. 

We therefore submit for adoption 
the following preamble and resolution: 

Whereas, our city is infested with 
hobos, tramps, beggars and other im- 
pecunious persons who are rendering 
themselves obnoxious and have be- 
come a dangerous element to the peace 
of the city, therefore be it 
Resolved, that the City Council be 
earnestly requested to establish bar- 
racks where such persons may be 
lodged and fed and required to labor on 
the park or other public works suffi- 
cient to pay for such food and shelter 
as may thus be provided, and that 
such regulations be made as will sub- 
ject to punishment all who refuse to 
Work.“

With Victor Ponet, local Belgian Con- 


sular agent, and President W. C. Pat- 


terscn of the Chamber of Commerce, 
the Minister visited the Chamber of 
Commerce and other principal places 
of interest in Los Angeles, yesterday 
morning, and was quite frank in his 
expressions of pleasure at the genial 
climate and business activity of Cali- 
fornia, particularly the southern part 
of the State. 

Mr. Le Ghait was in quite a pleasant 
frame of mind when interviewed at 
Mr. Ponet's office. in the German- 
American Savings Bank. 

“The object of my visit to the Pactfic 
Coast? Well, it is partly for business 
and partly for pleasure. I am quite 
Satisfied on both scores. While my trip 
has necessarily permitted me to take 
only a cursory view of the cities I have 
visited, my surprise at the development 
and possibilities of your great Western 
country has steadily increased. 

“I started from Washington en No- 
vember 10, and will time my stop-overs 
So as to reach home in time to attend 
the President's reception on New 
Year’s. My stops have been made at 
most of the principal cities along my 
route. I began at Vancouver and have 
dropped off wherever the fancy suited 
me. I shall stop at St. Louis, Omaha, 
Kansas City, Chicago, and perhaps an- 
other city or two on my way back.

They claim to 
have made every effort to round up 
suspicious characters, but they are 
handicapped by the fact that they are 
obliged to prosecute those duties in 
full uniform, and suspicious charac- 
ters give them a wide berth. 

No detectives belong to the regular 
force, and the deputies are largely 
business men, appointed for special 
purposes, and are not available for de- 
tective work. The need of mounted 
patrolmen has again and again been 
urged, but the need of an active head 
to the police department, to be found 
here at all times to counsel his officers 
and to confer with the citizens who 
suffer from lawbreakers is evident, 
and the Council is declared to be 
blamable if it sends Marshal Bu- 
chanan out of town habitually on “of- 
ficial business” that interferes with his 


duties at home. 


The jail is a building which might 
do honor to a village of 1200 inhabi- 
tants in the backwoods, but it is cer- 
tainly a disgrace to Pasadena. Its di- 
mensions are 24x18 feet, and when the 
vestibule is deducted, the accommoda- 
tions for prisoners amount to a space 
14x18 feet. In these quarters as many 
as fourteen men have been crowded 
at one time, with conveniences that 
shame humanity, and tramps are hu- 
man, some of them, and some of them 
are honest men fallen on evil days. 

The bedding consists of old comfort- 
ables, ragged, dirty, of that sort that 
is unwashable. They have a history, 
as well as “resident biography,” as 
they were old and many of them dirty 
three years ago when they were do- 
nated to the city by charitable people 
for the supply of the “hobo house“ 
which the city was then conducting in 
the hope of 8 Able to solve the 
tramp problem. hey have never been 
washed, so far as anybody knows, and 
are now in an unwashable condition 
altogether. 

There are only two blankets in the 
whole jail, and these were washed 
about a year ago, so the tradition 
runs. The four cells, the hallway and 
the toilet conveniences are all com- 
prised in a space 14x18 feet, exclusive 
of partitions. The only arrangements 
for keeping the place clean are that 
when a tramp can be found so very 
much down on his luck as to be will- 
ling to clean the place up, he shall 
have an extra meal for the work. 

The attention of the authorities has 
again and again been called to this 
state of affairs, but without avail. It 
is not considered advisable to make 
the jail so luxurious that hobos would 
yearn for it; neither is it thought best 
to keep it in such a condition that it 
is a breeding-place for disease, and a 
reprdach to humanity and to this com- 
munity. 


The Missing Hall. 


There are people in town who expect 
to hear from A. W. Hall indirectly, 
and have no idea that he ls down in the 
depth with McGinty.

It 
went down as a matter of record that 
in Pasadena there had been a tramp 
who yearned after cleanliness.

FIRST TRAINLOAD OF ORANGES. 
A special trainload of oranges went out 
last night over the Southern Pacific 
for Chicago and intermediate points. 
The fruit came to Los Angeles from 
Redlands and other places in carload 
lots and was made into a special orange 
train. 

Reports received in the city today are 
that oranges, under the influence of the 
warm weather, are ripening fast, Anum- 
ber of sales of navels at 32.50 a boxf.o.b. 
Southern California are reported, and 
also, what is very unusual for this time 
of year, seedlings at $1.75 a box f.o.b. It 
is not expected, nor is it to be believed, 
that ‘these prices will be maintained. 
Navels at $2.25 a box f. o. b. will be well 
sold and yield a good profit to the pro- 
ducer, while seedlings can be sold this 
year at $1.50 to $1.60 a box f.o.b. and 
still yield a handsome profit. 


PERSIAN DATES. Arrivals of new 
crop Persian dates are reported today. 
They are of good quality and nicely 
packed. Sixty-pound boxes are quoted 
at 6% cents a pound in jobbing lots. 


BANANAS. Arrivals are heavy but 
the demand is good. Dealers report a 
marked increase in the demand this 
year over former years. 


CAROLINA’S COTTON MILLS. 
The annual report of the Commissioner 
of Labor of North Carolina shows the 
industry of cotton manufacture to be 
in a highly prosperous condition in that 
State. The Wilmington (N. C.) Star 
speaking of it says: “With 156 cotton 
and woollen mills in operation we take 
the lead of the Southern States in the 
number of mills, and yet new mills are 
under way, and the increase goes on 
steadily. The increase in the number of 
spindles from 30,000 in 1870 to 913,458 at 
this time gives some idea of the great 
and continued activity in this industry 
within this period. The consumption 
of cotton the past year is about equal 
to the total product of this year. If the 
same activity had been shown in all the 
cotton-growing States in the manufac- 
ture of cotton, the bulk of the cotton 
crop would now be manufactured in the 


South, and we could fix our own price 
on cotton.”

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

INCOMPETENT MANAGEMENT. 
John Muir, the well-known naturalist, 
has been expressing himself lately in 
some very vigorous opinions as to the 
management, or, as he styles it, mis- 
management of the Yo Semite Valley, 
and argues that the State of California 
should cede the valley back to the 
United States government so that it 
may no longer be the prey of partisan 
politics. Garden and Forest of New. 
York quotes him as declaring that the 
pasturing of horses and the growing of 
grain have exterminated the beautiful 
flowers and shrubs which once made 
the level floor of the valley so attrac- 
tive. Within the boundaries of the Yo 
Semite National Park, this growth, 
which had been killed out by sheep and 
cattle, has, he says, been renewed 
under the guardianship of the National 
Cavalry, but in the valley itself there 
has been constant detertoration because 
the Commissioners are, as he affirms, 
merely politicians with no taste and no 
intelligent appreciation of the beauty 
of natural objects. 

This is a pretty severe arraignment 
of the Commissioners. They should lose 


no time to do one of two things: Refute 
it or resign. 


DUN’S LOCAL REVIEW. 

Mercantile conditions changed but 
little during the week past. Trade, both 
jobbing and retail, was generally good, 
values steady, collections fairly satis- 
factory.

NEW YORK MARKETS. 


Shares and Money. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED I’RESS REPORT.) 
NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—The chief fea- 

ture of today’s stock market was irreg- 
ularity. The volume of business was 
fair, measures by recent averages and 
the industrials played the star part, 
The market opened dull and irregular, 
with but few decided changes in either 
direction, resulting in the initial deal- 


ings. The trading soon assumed a de- 
cided tone and ‘on comparatively light 
transactions the entire list moved up- 
ward, handsome gains being made in 
the industrial group. Near the end of 
the first hour the traders made a drive 
against the market and realizing sales 
helped them in their efforts. The in- 
dustrials bore the brunt of the attacks, 
but the stocks of the receivership rail-* 
roads, including Atchison, Burlington 
and Union Pacific, also declined sharply 
owing to liquidation by holders anx- 
ious to evade the payment of the heavy 
assessment involved in the respective 
plans of reorganization. Pacific Mail 
caused something of a sensation by 
dropping nearly 2 per cent., in face of 
the current expectation that the long- 
talked-of agreement between that com- 
pany and the Panama Railroad would 
be definitely concluded within a few 
days at the latest. The decline was 
caused by the publication of an inter- 
view with counsel for one of the com- 
panies who was made to say that a dis- 
agreement was more likely than an 
agreement. The accuracy of the inter- 
view was afterward denied, and the 
stock recovered all but a small frac- 
tion of the loss. The reactionary move- 
ment in the general market appeared 
to have spent its force around 1 o'clock 
and in the subsequent dealings ma- 
terial recoveries in prices occurred. The 
announcement of the engagement of 
a large sum of gold for shipment to- 
morrow fell flat! In the mid-afternoon 
trading a covering of shorts was 
largely responsible for sharp advances 
in Sugar, Pacific Mail and other stocks. 
The general market closed quiet and 
firm in tone. The railway-bond mar- 
ket ruled firm and higher in the morn- 
ing, but in the afternoon dealing prices 
were shaded all around, which im- 
parted an easy tone to the closing. The 
sales ‘were $1,565,000.

WHERE WILL THE CITY BE WHEN 
LIGHTS GO OUT. 


It Will be in the Dark, of Course. 
A City Trustee Who Will Resign 
Ofice—Horticultaural Commission 
Fight—Notes and Personals. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 11.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence:) ‘The streets of 
this city will be in darkness after Sat- 
urday night, unless in the mean time 
some compromise is effected between 
the Electric Light and Power Ccmpany 
and the City Trustees. Manager H. M. 
Corlette of the Electric Light Company 
formally notified the board last night 
that the lights would be cut off at that 
time, and there is but little doubt 
that the threat will be carried cut. 

The strained situation between the 
electric light people and the City Trus- 
tees is the result of the bid made by 
the company for the contract to light 
the city during the coming year. The 
board advertised for bids, and Mr. Cor- 
lette's company bid $7.25 per light per 
month. Under the former contract, 
which stood for two years, the contract 
price was $5.95, and the new bid is, 
therefore, a raise of $1.30. 

The former contract expired Novem- 
ber 15, but the board asked that it 
might be extended thirty days, until 
December 15. To this Mr. Corlette 
agreed, saying, however, that his com- 


pany would not extend it any further, 


and that unless a new contract was en- 
tered into the light would certainly be 
turned off December 18. 

Last night he gave the board addi- 
tional notice, and dealers in lanterns 
may as well lay in a supply, as there 
is a certainty that they will be needed, 
and citizens who wish to come down 
town at night may as well prepare 
themselves for this primeval mcthod of 
street fMlumination. 

The board rejected the $7.25 bid last 
night. This had not been determined 
upon when the meeting assembled, and 
during the session a recess was taken 
to consider the bids. After caucusing 
for ten minutes the board was again 
called, and a motion was put through to 
reject the bid, and instruct the clerk to 
readvertise for bids. 

The City Clerk has advertised for 
new bids to be received up to noon, De- 
cember 26.

Wilde died at his residence in this city 
at 4:15 p.m. today. Mr. Wilde came to 
Ventura from New York city in 1886 
and at once became prominent in legal 
and political circles. He was mentioned 
as Republican candidate for Congress 
from the Sixth District in 1892, but 
withdrew his name in the convention.

Rut the grand jury | 
holds them to the view of the world 
and the taxpayers of Maricopa county 
as men not above overdrawing the fee 
limit. and demands the return of vari- 
ous fees and emoluments allowed them- | 
selves in excess of limits prescribed by 
the law. It is a document that will 
make some bitter enemics, but it hits 
in a general way at that tender spot of 
the many. the pocket, in a manner that 
will probably be broadly gratifying. 
Some resicnations may result, or max 
not, as the gentlemanly officials view 
it. <A foreed resignation or two may 
also be looked for. Jollv “Cupid” 
Pierce, who has heen In fear and trem- 
bling for his position.as Probate Clerk, 
probably had good reason for his per- 
turbation. Deputy Clerk Kirkland's 
Bbilitics as an accountant for the Poard 
of Supervisors were also questioned, 
and his dismissal was recommended.
